Ple this has been a novel experience. 
The State was accustomed to a po- 
litical dictator—-it had one for more 
than 50 years——and the new situa- 
tion was unnatural. The voters were 
going to the polls and casting their 
ballots to suit themselves, a system 
clacking in the poise and direct ac- 
tion considered necessary for the 
management of public affairs. 

Concentrated politics "may not 
commend itself to the uplifters of 
the nation, but for those who like 
that kind of politics the Pennsylva- 
nia brand suits admirably. And no- 
where else is the system thought of 
s0 highly as from Philadelphia to 
Lake Erie, and from the “‘hard-coal 
country’ to Pittsburgh. In such 
éhings Pennsylvania acts with well- 
considered judgment. It selects the 
boss with great care, but having 
"made the choice the decision be- 
comes final. Only three man have 
foccupied that exalted post since the 
civil war, and each retained it as 
‘long as he lived. 

Word “Boss” Is Taboo. 

In discussing politics the average 
citizen of Pennsylvania does not al- 
lude to the master mind as “‘a boss.”’

A quarrel over ‘‘another man’’ 
came to a melodramatic climax yes- 
terday afternoon, when Robert L. 
Etheridge, years old, of the 
Naples apartment, fired five shots 
at Miss Emma Bowen, 35 years old, 
of Seat Pleasant, Md., and then ran 
to his apartment and committed 
suicids. 

The shooting occurred in Smith 
Bro.’s cigar store at Nineteenth 
street and Pennsylvania avenue 
northwest, where Miss Bowen is em- 
ployed as a cashier. 

Alfred P. Dennis, vice chairman 
of the United States tariff commis- 
sion, was less than 10 feet away 
when the shooting started. He said 
it was the most cold-blooded act on 
the part of a man that he had ever 
witnessed. Hundreds of employes 
in the Department of Commerce, on 
the opposite corner, heard the shots.

‘“‘As he came in the door,’’ Miss 
Bowen narrated at the hospital, ‘‘he

Miss Bowen made a dash 
for the door, screaming as she ran. 

Mr. Dennis gives a graphic de- 
scription of what happened from 
this time on.

Terror On Woman's Face, 


“IT turned. The picture before 
me beggared anything I had ever 
seen in my life. The girl, whom 
I had known as a clerk in the shop 
there on the corner, burst out the 
Nineteenth street door, and with 
terror written on her face, strove 
with haste to get away. Less than 
three feet behind her was a man in 
a yellow overcoat, his face rendered 
flerce with exultant vengeance. He 
red in quick succession at the 
helpless, fleeing woman, 

‘‘He fired at her several times 
before she could turn the corner. 
Her run fell into a stagger, and she 
screamed like an animal being sac- 
rificed, while the man, who was 
now the picture of an inhuman 
brute, continued to flre. 

‘The girl managed to stagger the 
few feet to the Pennsylvania ave- 
nue entrance to the shop, burst in, 
and slam the door in her pursuer’s 
face, while he fired one shot 
through the door.

get out of St. Elizabeths, here’ is 
the testimony of Mr. Fenning be- 
fore the congressional investigat- 
ing committee, which inquired into 
St. Elizabeths. 

‘“T have been criticized by one or 
two members of the Medico-Legal 
society in this proceeding, and it 
has been said that I have appeared 
in court.and have endeavored to 
oppose habeas corpus proceedings 
and have thrown obstacles in the 
way of persons getting out of the 
hospital. I am frank to admit that 
in the Corbett case I went into the 
court when the habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings was about to be heard and 
told the judge that as committee of 
Mrs. Corbett, I had looked carefully 
into the case since she had filed 
her petition for a writ of habeas 
corpus, and my opinion was that 
the best interests of Mrs. Corbett 
demanded that she remain where 
she was, and that being the case I

SERVICES SEE WORK’ 


~AG FAGTOR IN PEACE 


Ran Amerioan Soins of 
Journalists Is Addressed by 
~ Prominent Press Workers. 


FIDELITY TO TRUTH AND

“A world knit together by sub: 
marine cables as a factor in bring- 


ing about permanent world peace, 
together with the problem and the 
romance of international press as- 
sociation work, were discussed by 
officers of three leading wire servy- 
ices in this country and others at 
the morning session . yesterday of 
the first Pan-American Congress of 
Journalists meeting in the Ran- 
American Union building. 

The topic, ‘‘Gathering and. Dis- 

seminating the News,’ was dis- 
cussed in addresses by Frank B. 
Noyes, president of the Associated 
Press; M. Koenigsberg, president 
of the International News Service; 
J. H. Furay, vice president of the 
Tnited Press; and Senor Don 
Ernesto Montenegre, of El Mer- 
curio, Santiago, Chile. 
-“-Mr. Noyes described the far- 
reaching arm of the Associated 
Press, and how through staff cor- 
respondents at strategic points all 
over the world and through its close 
touch with a network of affiliated 
news services it gathered the news(| 
for its papers. 


News Flashed Quickly. 


“Both by cable and wireless, the 
news is flashed across the water,”’ 
he said. ‘‘All available means are 
employed, with the fastest and most 
reliable naturally getting the bulk 
of the transmission, but on import- 
ant bulletins nothing is left to 
chance and the big developments 
are flashed both by radio and cable, 
and frequently not only over one 
cable, but by all cable routes, with 
the fastest in action getting the 
news in first and winning the honor. 
In this way, duplicated, triplicated, 
quadrupled, comes the news of the 
crash of cabinets, the outbreaking 
of rebellions, the fall of dynasties 
and not infrequently the winning 
of high international honors in the 
world of aviation or in the field 
“of sports.’’ 

Mr. Koenigsberg declared that 
men working on international press 
associations were in a calling that 
could and should serve as the great- 
est factor in the preservation of in- 
ternational peace. 

“We ply the channels of world 
understanding,’’ he said, ‘‘and ours 
is the task, the duty, and the trust 
of keeping those channels free. 
- “Tt should not be difficult. The 
courses are well lighted. There is 
only one requisite, fidelity to the 
ideals of our calling. That means 
only one goal, the closest possible 
approach to truth.”’ 

The speaker predicted that the 
radio and the automatic typewriter 
would make news gathering so 


, acheap that the papers of both North 


and South America could afford to 
carry all the news of the two con- 
tinents that they desired to publish. 
Instead of keeping South America 
a ‘“‘Million Miles Away” from Wash- 
ington, the radio and the automatic 
typewriter should bring it as close 
to Washington as Chicago is today, 
he concluded. 


Truth Necessary. 


“The man who labors in the 
field of international news gather- 
‘ing and the distribution,”’ said Mr. 
‘Furay, ‘‘must have an international 
consciousness. In presenting the 
‘news of the world, he is enlisted 
under the standard of service to 
the people of the world, and if he 
be true to the cause he serves his 
must be the patriotism of interna- 
‘tional truth. This is, I. believe, 
* the ideal toward which a news 
agency in the international field 
should look. Such an agency 
strives to serve the peoples of the 
whole world. It is the hope of its 
‘men that, in doing so, it will con- 
tribute something toward bring- 
ing closer together these peoples, 
especially the peoples of the 
Americas toward giving them a 
better understanding of each 
other. Surely such a contribution 
is monument enough for any jour- 
nalist.”’ 

“We in Latin-America,”’ - said 
Senor Montenegro, ‘are publishing 
an enormous amount of information 
about the United States from the 
tiebates in the Senate at Washing- 
ton to the mean weather tempera- 
jure in Helena, Mont.

United States may be lagging be- 
hind the progress made in commer- 
cial, financial and industrial fields, 
but this is not due to any preva- 
lence of ‘‘that tired feeling’’ among 
American farmers. 

A statement today by the national 
industrial conference board asserts 
that while agriculture is not forg- 
ing ahead as rapidly as other 
branches of our national economic 
life, the American farmer is more 
efficient. cultivates more ground 
and produces greater crops than 
he ever has before and than the 
farmer of any other country does. 

During the five-year period pre- 
ceding the war, 24.4 acres were be- 
ing cultivated per farm worker in 
this country as against 16.6 in Scot- 
land, 9.6 in England, 8.3 in France, 
6.2 in Germany and 4.2 in Italy. 
From 1910 to 1920 efficiency of 
farm labor here increased 22 per 
cent the volume of crop production 
increasing 11 per cent despite a 
9 per cent decrease in number of 
farm workers.

American Indian T ypes 
Discovered in Tibet 


American Indian types, °*s0 
true that nobody could possibly 
take them for anything but In- 
dian,”’ have been discovered in 
Tibet and elsewhere in Eastern 
Asia, 6,000 miles from the Amer- 
ican continent, by Dr. Ales 
Hrdlicka, curator of physical 
anthropology of the National 
Museum, it was announced yes- 
terday.

IS DRAFTED INTO DEBATE. 


Perry W. Howard. Republican 


national committeeman from Mis- 
eissippi. was drafted last night to 
support the Coolidge administration 
in a debate at the Musolit Club, 
,;fucceeded in winning an andience 
of 200 negroes to his viewpoint. 
after an extension of remarks for 
anhour. The resolution was to the 
effect that President Coolidge had 
failed the American colored elec- 
torate., ‘ 

So strong was sentiment of the 
club membership in the affirmative 
that none could be named in the 
program of debate to oppose 
Thomas H. R. Clarke, who spoke 
against the administration, citing 
failure of the President to appoint 
colored men to positions held for 
many years under Republican ad- 
ministrations, segregation in gov- 
ernment departments, and-decrease 
in negro personnel under the Civil 
Service, 

George H. Murray, chairman of 
the committee of arrangements, 
when unable to procure a speaker, 
defended the administration, How- 
ard being brought into the debate 
at his conclusion. The negro na- 
tional committeeman stated that 
the Coolidgé plurality in the last 
national elections had proven s0 
much larger than the colored vote 
throughout the country, and di- 
vision in the ranks of the colored 
electorate Was so much greater than 
at any time in history, that the ne- 
gro could not reasonably expect the 
same consideration given him under 
different circumstances. 

He claimed that the President 
had not failed the colored elec- 
torate in political appointments, 
remedial legislation or in creation 
of a proper official atmosphere. 
This favorable condition, he said, 
after citing various appointments of 
negroes made by the President, had 
developed despite increase of senti- 
ment throughout the country detri- 
mental to the negro voter, as con- 
trasted with 25 years ago. 

Replying to the charge of failure 
of the administration to appoint a 
negro as minister to Haiti, Howard 
stated that the name of a colored 
politician had been sabmitted to the 
people of Haiti, and that they had 
not only found him ‘‘persona non 
grata,’”” but had intimated that no 
colored American was acceptable to 
the Borno administration, nor would 
be at least until the expiration of 
the convention of 1916 between 
Haiti and this country.

MOSCOW COURTS BERLIN | 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 


London, April 10.—News just re- 


ceived in London points to the possi- 
bility of an early Anglo-Turk agree- 
ment over Mosul. Thanks to Pre- 
mier Mussolini’s talk of dominating 


the Mediterranean and the expan- 


sion of Italian influence in Africa 
and Asia Minor, the Turks have be- 
come thoroughly alarmed and are 


trying to secure the support of 
Britain. 

When Sir Ronald Lindsay visits 
Angora, as he will do within the 
next few weeks, he will find the 
Turks in a more accommodating 
frame of mind than formerly. 

The basis of the new agreement, 
for which Sir Ronald has a free 
hand, is the territorial adjustment 
of the Mosul frontier, to save the 
Turks’ face, but at the same time 
it issthe safeguarding of all British 
interests and is a treaty of mutual 
neutrality guaranteeing that neither 
party will join any combination 
against the other. The Turks also 
will ask for a loan, which Prime 
Minister Stanley Baldwin last Jan- 
uary suggested might be forthcom- 
ing if the Turks proved reasonable. 
This will be a blow to the soviets, 
who have been working hard to de- 
tach Turkey from any alliance in 
Europe.

Confirmed as Routine Matter, 
Case Is Reopened for 
Consideration.

The Senate voted affirmatively on 
the confirmation the other day, 
treating it as a routine matter. 
But, it is understood, Senator Pat 
Harrison (Democrat), of Missis- 
sippi, was out of the chamber when 
the vote was taken, and obtained a 
reconsideration on the day follow- 
ing by unanimous consent. 

Discussion of the nomination, 
closed doors, with Senator Harri- 
therefore, has been going on behind 
son making a more and more de- 
termined fight, and with several 
Democrats supporting him. After 
a more or less acrimonious discus- 
sion Monday in secret session, the 
Senate let the case go over. 

Senator Harrison, it is said, has 
based his contention not on oppo-

in his candidacy for the judgeship.

MACREADY FAILS.10 SEI 


Engine Dead, Glides 36,000 
Feet to Earth After an 
Altitude Attempt. 


IS TO BECOME SALESMAN 


Dayton, Ohio. April 10 (By A. 
P.).—Lieut. John A. Macready, in- 
trepid explorer of altitudes, trailed 
the white vapor of his ship’s ex- 
haust among the clouds today, fell 
short of the world’s record, made a 
forced landing and announced he 
was leaving the army air service. 

Fifteen times Macready has at- 
tempted to surpass the record set 
by Lieut. Callizo, of France, at 39,- 
586 feet. Today he doffed his hel- 
met and left the mark for some 
other airman to attain. The. high- 
est point he has ever reached was 
38.740 feet, January 29. 

The lieutenant who, in less than 
a decade, rose from a buck privats 
in the cavalry at Reno, NeF., to one 
of the world’s best known and most 
daring fiiers, said he was leaving 
ihe service for a more remunerative 
job of selling electric refrigerators. 
McCook field officials withheld com- 
ment on the resignation awaiting its 
formal submission. Macready in- 
dicated it would be presented in a 
few days. 

Even in his descent from his last 
attempt to set an altitude record, 
Macready, who at various times 
has held or shared three aviation 
records, is believed unwittingly to 
have established another by vol- 


‘planing to earth from an altitude 


of 36,100 feet, 
had gone dead. 

When his engine died, Macready 
thought his supply of 63 gallons of 
gasoline had been consumed, so he 
turned the nose of his ship precipi- 
tately toward the earth, picking up 
enough speed to break out of a 
strata of strong wind that threat- 
ened to hold him back, and then 
glided to the earth. Unofficially, it 
was estimated he had reached an 
altitude of 36,100 feet, 

Instruments on the plane will be 
sent to Washington for official cali- 
bration by the United States bureau 
of standards. 

Inspection of the gasoline tank 
revealed that Macready’s gasoline 
supply had not been exhausted. The 
cause for the engine’s failure to 
function was not determined,

FOUND DRIFTING ON ICE 


St. Johns, New Foundland, April 
10.—(By A. P.).—The New Found- 
land seal hunt has claimed new 
toil in life and gear. The sailing 
steamer Eagle, brought to this port 
today the body of James Brewin, 
oller on the steamship Seal and de- 
tails of that vessel’s ioss through 
explosion and fire in the ice off 
Bay de Verd. Four injured men 
were among the 79 survivors of 
the Seal’s crew landed-heére. 

A tale of heroism also was told

to the hundreds who gathered at 


the docks. As Hdward Pers, chief 
engineer of the Seal, was carried 
ashore from the Eagle suffering 
from serious burns, men told how 
he risked his life, to carry Brewin 
from the Dlazing engineroom of 
the doomed ship. 

Brewin, about to fill an oil lamp 
in the engine room, picked the 
wrong can and poured out gasoline 
instead of kerosene. There was an 
explosion and fire spread rapidly. 
When it reached the magazine, 
where ammunition used by the 
seal hunters was stored, a second 
and greater explosion occurred. A 
great hole was blown in the side 
of the steamer and the crew took 
to the ice. 

Perez was burned when he 
seized Brewin after the first ex- 
plosion and dragged the uncon- 
scious man to the deck. Three 
other men suffered burns as. they 
struggled to combat the flames. 
The oiler was carried off the ves- 
sel by the crew, but died four 
hours later. 

The survivors improvised shel- 
ters on the ice and the injured men

John Sullivan, president of the 
New York State federation of labor, 
“took the stand before the Canadian 
situation came up for consideration. 

The testimony of Mr. Sullivan 
was in corroboration of statements 
made by labor leaders on Friday. 

“In behalf of the labor movement 
I represent, I appeal to you gentle- 
men to view the situation as it is,’’ 
he said. 

Hundreds of workingmen who 
never drank before prohibition, 
drink illicit liquor now, he said. 
After labor meetings, great quan- 
tities of empty bottles were in evi- 
dence. Workingmen became sud- 
denly ill in the midst of the 
proceedings. 

Explaining that he was the father 
of a large family, Mr. Sullivan ex- 
pressed deep concern over what he 
described as the unfortunate effect 
of prohibition on the younger gen- 
eration. He had seen instances of 
young girls and young men of the 
better families drinking out of the 
tame bottle in most questionable 
places. Young girls now carried 
flasks in their pocketbooks for 
themselves and friends. 

“You spoke about girls carrying 
flasks ot whisky and passing it 
said Senator Reed. “Did these girls 
around among their associates,’’ 
do that before prohibition?” 

“They never thought of it before 
prohibition, never touched it,’’ said 
the witness. ; 


Finds Drinking General. 


Asked if he thought drinking 
among young girls general, Mr. 
Sullivan said he understood it was. 

“Do you think modification is in 
the interest of temperance?” asked 
Senator Reed. 

“That is the unanimous opinion.” 

Senator Walsh at this point said 
that he had seen young women 
drink cocktails at the table in a 
Washington hotel before prohibi- 
tion. But he admitted that it was 
so rare that his attention was 
called to it at the time. 

“Tt’s not rare now,’ said Senator 
Reed. 

“Why do persons drink now if 
they didn’t drink before?” asked 
Senator Goff. 

‘‘Because prohibition is a viola- 
tion of personal liberty,’’ replied 
Mr. Sullivan. 

This caused Mr. Goff to say that 
the law against larceny was not 
violated on this account, but Sen- 
otor Reed intervened to belittle the 
idea that the law against larceny 
could be called an infringement of 
personal liberty. 

Mr. Sullivan then said that vio- 
lators of the prohibition law could 
not escape having contempt for 
that law when they knew that the 
agents who arrest them, the law- 
yers who prosecute them and the 
judges who try them were all, 
themselves, violating the same law.

Explains Canadian Situation. 


Francis William Russell, who 
had much to do with bringing 
about the repeal of prohibition in 
provinces in western Canada, be- 
gan his testimony by explaining 
the step-by-step process which 
first caused the people of Manitoba, 
Canada. to enact prohibition and 
do away with it. 

“In 1916 the people passed the 
prohibition law,” he said. ‘In 
1919 they began to regret it.” 

The reason for this regret, the 
witness said, was found in the effect 
which the prohibition law was hav- 
ing on the welfare of mordls of the 
people generally. 

“They were filled with dismay at 
the havoc prohibition was raising 
with morals.”’ 

Marked increases in debauchery 
began springing.up in the village 
hamlets. he continued. The young 
people, especially, began simply go- 
ing wild, he added. They took par- 
ticular delight in violating the law, 
and the hip pocket flasks and liquor 
parties became the custém in Can- 
ada, Mr. Russell declared, just as 
they have become the custom in the 
United States. 

Illicit stills honeycombed the 
province and the army of Canadian 
bootleggers increased its operations. 
Then, Mr. Russell said, there came 
the crime waves, such crimes as had 
never been known on any large 
scale before and which not only in- 
creased the number of arrests and 
convictions, but led ta open rob- 
beries and raids. Haif the people 
were in open fevolt, the witness 
said, complaining about the disas- 
trous ‘effects, the huge sums spent 
in fruitless efforts to enforce pro- 
hibition and the fact that the boot- 
leggers were getting all the money 
which otherwise would have gone 
to the government for taxes. 


People Repeal Law. 


In 1922 the prohibition issue was 
submitted to the people in the form 
of asking whether or not they fa- 
vored a referendum. ,The general 
elections in Manitoba showed the 
people demanded a referendum and 
in 1923 the vots of prohibition re- 
peal was put to the people. 

“We had 46,900 for repeal and 
20,000 against repeai,” said Mr. 
Russell. 

“Women did not vote in 1916, 
but in the 1923 election 70 per cent 
of the women voted to repeal the 
prohibition law,” said the witness, 
adding that the campaign slogan of 
mothers, sisters and daughters was 
‘Vote Against Prohibition and Save 
Our Families.’’ 

The issue vc+-d upon was ‘“‘Are 
You in Favor of Government Con- 
trol of Liquor as Recommended by 
the Moderation League?"’ The es- 
sence of this plan is for the distillers 
and brewers to sell the liquors to 
the government and the government 
dispenses it to the people, with 
regulations and safeguards against 
abuse, Mr. Russell explained, adding 
that the government and the mu- 
nicipality incidentally get the taxes 
from the brewers and distillers. — 

After the repeal of, the prohibi- 
tion law, the result was awaited 
with interest, the witness pointed 
out. All but the “irreconcilable fa- 
natics’’ were satisfied, he said. 
Working classes, which had been 
jealous of the wealthier classes 


which had wine to entertain during 


bene of impure liquor. 


began pouring in to the coffers for 
taxation relief. 


The changed conditions among 
the young people were commented 
on with emphasis by Mr. Russell. 

“The young people returned to 
their senses,’’ he said, ‘‘and the par- 
ents have been the most grateful 
people in the world for saving their 
young folks from the ‘B. Y. O.’ or 
‘Bring Your Own Liquor Parties,’ 
as they were called.”’ 

The favorite indoor amusement 
of violating the law disappeared 
with the repeal of prohibition, the 
witness added. Convictions in the 
courts for all law violations began 
to dwindle, and reached the small- 
est number in fifteen years,,he said. 
Other municipalities took steps to 
follow the example of getting rid 
of their prohibition laws, he add- 
ed, so that taxes would go to the 
government and not to the boot- 
leggers. 

Senator Goff asked if the in- 
créase in crime, during the prohi- 
bition period in Canada, could not 
be attributed to the aftermath of 
the world war. 

“But conditions improved as soon 
as you changed the law,’’ suggested 
Senator Reed. 

Senator Goff, however, contend- 
ed that great lawlessness has fol- 
lowed in the wake of the world war, 
and cited conditions in Great Brit- 
ain as an example. 


England Most sober. 


“England is today the most sober 
and law-abiding nation on the face 
of the earth,”’ said Mr. Russell. 
“Half the jails are closed and be- 
ing turned into tenement houses.’”’ 

Senator Walsh showed interest 
in Mr. Russell’s statement that 
there were no jtiry trials for liq- 
uor cases in Canada. 

“We never had that system in 
Canada,” the witness replied. ‘““We 
have the British system.’’ 

In the ensuing discussion be 
tween Senator Walsh and Mr. Rus- 
sell as to what tke British system 
was, Mr. Russell appeared very 
positive of his facts, adding “‘I was 
court reporter for many years in 
England.”’ 

Another effect of the repeal of 
the prohibition law, the witness ex- 
plained, was that it brought an 
increase in the amount of beer and 
wine purchased by the people and a 
decrease in the amount of hard 
liquor consumed. 

In Quebec, he said, they drink 
beer and wine and leave most of 
the hard liquor to visitors. 

“‘Americans drink 90 per cent of 
the hard liquor,” he added. 


“We haven’t got: rid of all the 
effects of prohibition yet,’’ Mr. Rus- 
sell admitted. ‘‘We haven’t been 
able to get rid of the speak-easys. 
I think that’s what you cal] them, 
we call them blind pigs. But we're 
gradually weeding them out.” 

The chief reason for the disap- 
pearance of the illicit still, the wit- 
ness pointed out, was the inability 
of the distiller to dispose of his 
products at a profit now that the 
government has assumed control 
and regulates the legal price. 


Will Always Be Demand. 


“We found that as long as human 
nature exists there is going to be 
a demand for intoxicating liquor,’’ 
continued Mr. Russell, ‘‘and as long 
as the law of fermentation exists 
that demand is going to be met.” 
This, he added, was the basic con- 
sideration in any “‘sane liquor law.”’ 

Explaining in response to in- 
quiries by committee members, how 
the government regulation oper- 
ates, Mr. Russell said that any one 
desiring. to purchase liquor must 
first get a permit. The permit for 
the Canadian resident costs $1 a 
year. Visitors can get a permit 
good for one month. for $1. The 
permit gives the address of the 
permitee, who can then make his 
purchase and have the goods sent 
to the address. 

Before a person can obtain a 
permit he or she must be vouched 
for by reputable persons. Under 
no circumstances, it was said, are 
permits ever issued to minors or 
persons under 21. 

‘‘So there is a check on the char- 
acter of the man before he can 
get any liquor at all,’”’ said Senator 
Reed. 

‘Yes, there is.”’ 

“Is there a limitation on the 
amount he can buy?”’ 

“There is. You can’t buy more 
than one case of hard liquor a 
week,’’ said Mr. Russell, and the 
audience broke restraint and 
laughed outright. 


Citizens Are Trusted.» 


But the witness pointed out that 
the one case a week restriction was 
not aimed at gauging the amount 
any person might want to consume 
in a week. The government did not 
treat its citizens like children, he 
said. But the limitation was put 
on to prevent purchasers from go- 
ing into the re-selling business by 
getting large supplies. 

‘“‘How much beer can a permitee 
have?’’ 

‘‘We can get two cases of beer.”’ 

“Can servants also get cases?” 
asked Senator Goff. 

“Yes, it's a democratic country,”’ 
replied the witness. 

Persons desiring beer, it was ex- 
plained, simply phone ta the brew- 
ery and give their permit number 
with their order. This is checked 
up by a government representative. 
Severe punishment for using the 
permit system as a medium for 
fraudulent reselling is contained in 
the statutes. A. $200 fine and 
costs is imposed for the. first of- 
fense, and six months in prison for 
‘the second offense, Mr. Russell ex- 
plained. 

Senator Walsh asked how liquor 
got over the border from Canada 
into the United States, especially 
into his own State, Montana, if the 
regulatory system was in operation. 
Mr. Russell admitted there might 
be several ways, as some of the 
manufacturing plants had licenses 
to export. With respect to the 
protection that Canada gives to the 
American dry law, Mr, Russell said 
very frankly: .. 

“No government would protect 
other countries against its own 
manufacturers.” | 


Raises Enforcement Figure. 


Representative James M. Mead, 
of Buffalo, N. Y., appeared, before 
the committee and filed a_ brief 
memorandum in which he called 
attention to the fact that Mr. Buck-

sentative Carew, of New York, is 
one of the 20 members from that 
State who stand sponsor for the bill 
and who are introducing duplicates 
for the bill, each in his own name. 
The effect of the bill would be to 
bring back light wines and beer, 
with suitable regulation, and abol- 
ish hard liquor. 

Sir William Stavert, former mem- 
ber of the Quebec liquor control 
commission, was the next witness. 
The repeal of the prohibition law 
had brought temperance in place of 
excess and had removed the lure of 
the forbidden fruit, he declared. 

The provinces of Canada, with 
the exception of three, have follow- 
ed the line of doing away with pro- 
hibition, he pointed out, and ex- 
pressed the conviction that the three 
dry provinces were about ready to 
follow. Conditions are so very 
much worse in these dry provinces 
than in the wet provinces, he said, 
and excesses are so much in evi- 
dence in the dry provinces that the 
people are realizing that acts of 
parliament designed to make people 
stop drinking alcoholic liquors do 
not really function at all. ; 

“There is as much alcoholic 
liquor consumed in the dry 
provinces as in the wet provinces,” 
Sir William stated. 


Bootlegger Vanquished By Wets. 


“It is better that the revenue go 
to the government than to the boot- 
legger,”’ he added, explaining that 
the bootlegger is already vanquish- 
ed in the wet provinces because he 
cannot compete with government 
prices, whereas he is thriving in the 
dry provinces. 

‘Has the result been such that 
the people are generally satisfied 
with it?’’’ asked Senator Reed. 

‘Yes; they are satisfied with it.” 

Some sections of Canada voted to 
adopt the Scott bone-dry law prior 
to 1921, but now these sections are 
doing away with this bone-dry law, 
Sir William said. 

‘Well, does light wine and beer 
satisfy the man who wanted hard 
liquor?” asked Senator Goff. 

‘We think it does.’’ 

“Do you find much liquor con- 
sumed by those who consume light 
wines?”’ 

‘Very little.”’ 


The question of whether a man 
bent on getting drunk would refrain 
from using wine in case he could 
not get liquor was next brought up 
by Senator Goff. Mr. Goff argued 
that the would-be drunk would take 
the weaker liquor if he could not 
get the strong. Sir William did not 
think this idea applicable to the 
people of Canada. Mr. Goff thought 
quality or taste of intoxicant would 
make little difference if a man 
really wanted to get intoxicated. 

“Isn't it your observation that 
very few people drink with the de- 
liberate intention of getting 
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drunk?’ asked Senator Reed of Sir 
William, and the latter replied that 
this was his observation. 


Woll Attacks Volsteadism. 


Matthew Woll, vice president of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
was the last witness yesterday. He 
attacked the Volstead act along the 
lines of. the other representatives 
of organized labor who have pre- 
ceded him before the committee, 
but he added some new features. 

Any law which develops law- 
breakers among otherwise law- 
abiding citizens is bad, he said. He 
asked the committee not to be de- 
ceived by dry statements as to im- 
provements in trade and living con- 
ditions, etc., being the result of 
prohibition. 

“These improvements have come 
in spite of the Volstead law and 
not due to the Volstead law,’’ he 
said. 

After stating that ‘millions of 
homes where liquor was never seen 
have now been turned into distil- 
leries,”’ Mr. Woll said: 

“The Volstead law is an expres- 
sion of fanaticism, which has its 
counterpart in bolshevism. The 
younger generation refuses to re- 
gard the Volstead law as a sane 
expression of the eighteenth amend- 
ment.. Private morals and personal 
ty gat cannot be controlled by 
sw. 


Shows Bad Effect. 


Mr. Woll sought to give the com- 
mittee a specific example of how the 
Volstead law works with the young- 
er people. He has two sons, he said, 
now in college. One son, explained, 
is studying at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, and the 
witness said he visited him three

Eldridge Would Have Police 
Distribute Application 
Blanks to Houses. 


ALL LICENSES MAILED 
WOULD CHECK ADDRESS 


Maj. Hesse Would Have to 
Give Authority for New 
“Stagger” Scheme. 


Difficulty of reissuing 150,000 
automobile drivers’ permits at one 
time, the original objection under- 
lying the present situation in which 
all Washington motorists are break- 
ing the law, dwindled yesterday 
when it was learned that the plan 
tentatively agreed upon is a simple 
one that will require only a few 
weeks, 


Shortly after the appointment of 
Director of Traffic M. O. Eldridge, 
a year ago, he announced that the 
traffic act, in decreeing that all ex- 
isting operators’ permits should 
expire March 31, 1926, placed upon 
him an impossible task. He said 
the large number of outstanding 
permits could not be renewed at 
once, but they would have to be 
“staggered,’’ a twelfth of them be- 
ing issued each month for a year. 
He planned at that time to ask for 
an amendment to the traffic act 
permitting ‘‘staggering.”’ 


Form Cards Designed. 


When the House passed a bill 
amending the traffic act a few 
weeks ago, providing that the new 
permits should be for three years 
and should cost those taking them 
out $3 each, Mr. Eldridge’s aids 
began designing form cards for ap- 
plications for renewal. 

These cards are now ready for the 
printer and are awaiting Senate ac- 
tion on the amendment for any 
necessary changes before printing. 

Inspector E. W. Brown, in com- 
mand of the police tr&ffic bureau, 
has invented a plan for use of the 
cards, by distributing them, first 
to police stations, then to patrol- 


weeks ago. and asked him frankly

The House passed the bill spon- 
sored by Representative Cramton, 
of Michigan, ardent dry, but the 
Senate committee found it to be 
ambiguous in that there was a 
doubt as to whether clerical em- 
ployes of the prohibition service, 
already under civil service, would 
not have to be re-examined. Mr. 
Cremton appeared before the com- 
mittee and urged adoption of his 
bill. 

There appeared before the com- 
mittee also, Representative Tink- 
ham, of Massachusetts, about as 
ardent a wet as Mr. Cramton is a 
dry. Mr. Tinkham’s bill was not 
well taken by the House drys. Mr. 
Tinkham related the history of the 
Antisaloon league’s attitude toward 
prohibition agents. At the outset, 
said Mr. Tinkham, the league did 
not want them under civil service, 
thinking that it could control] the 
patronage, but it did not have much 
luck and so now was sponsoring 
the civil service plan. The wets 
took to the plan readily and a good 
bill should be passed on the sub- 
ject, Mr. Tinkham insisted. 

To cap the climax, a representa- 
tive from the civil service commis- 
sion agreed that Mr. Tinkham’s 
measure was clearer in phraseology. 
Therefore the committee substitut- 
ed his bill for that sponsored by 


Mr. Cramton.

At 11 o’clock President Machado, 
Miguel Cespedes, secretary of pub- 
lis works, and several friends ap- 
peared at the main office of the 
Royal Bank of Canada. After mak- 
ing deposits aggregating more than 
$1,900,000, the president and Dr. 
Cespedes spoke to the crowds, as- 
suring that the banks were able to 
pay all depositors. . 

The afternoon papers carried re- 
assuring statements by the presi- 
dent and other prominent govern- 
ment officials.

$48,000 Cuban Bank Theft 
Confessed, Say Police 


Dénver, Col., April 10 (By A. 
P.).—Damp and sdéiled money, 
bearing the ear marks of buried 
treasure, aroused suspicions that 
led today to the arrest of T. F. 
Alaiza, 28 years old, who police 
say, confessed to absconding with 
$48,000 from the Sancti Spiritu 
branch of the Royal Bank of Can- 
ada, in Cuba late in March. Nearly

Alaiza was arrested at an apart- 
ment house, where he was regis- 
tered under the name of J. B.

FLORIDA NOT OIL STATE, 
INVESTORS WARNED 


Better Business Bureau Asks 
Careful Inquiry Into Pro- 
moters Offers. 


Warning jo prospective investors 
to scan carefully offers by Florida 
Promoters for the sale of oi] leases 
or land about to be drilled has been 
issued by the Better Business Bu- 
reau of Miami. : 

“Printers’ ink cannot create oil. 
The oil possibilities of Florida are 
remote, and previous tests reveal 
that fact,”’ officials of the bureau 
point out, and submit statements 
from a log compiled by Paul Wag- 
ner, of the National Petroleum 
news of some of the wells drilled 
in that State in substantiation of 
their statement. Mr. Wagner has 
checked the logs of wells drilled in 
twenty counties in various portions 
of the State, at depths ranging 
from 700 feet to 4,912 feet, and in 
only one test was oil show reported, 
these being in the Marianna-Chip- 
ley region in the northern portion 
of the State. 

Hernian Gunter, Florida State 
geologist, has issued a warning on 
this matter which should be given 
careful consideration by the un- 
trained investor. Mr. Gunther 
says: ‘‘Prospecting for oil and gas, 
even in a State which is classed as 
productive, is a very hazardous 
undertaking, and in a State like 
Florida it must be considered as 
wild-catting of the wildest type, 
which should be undertaken only 
by those who can afford to lose 
money so invested.”’

American Bankers’ Journal 
Gives Figures for the Past 
Several Years. 


GAIN OF 19 OVER 1924 


New York, April 10.—-(By A. 
P.).—Ninety-four American corpo- 
rations each had earnings of $10,- 
000,000 or more in 1925, while 
five of the largest industrials varied 
from $90,000,000 to more than 
$100,000,000, it Is revealed in the 
current American Bankers associa- 
tion journal. 

In 1921 only 32 ranked in-the 
$10,000,000 class, which increased 
to 51 the next year, 69 in 1923 and 
75 tn 1924. 

The American Telephone and 
Telegraph Co. led the list with 
$107.000,000, followed by General 
Motors Corporation with §$106.- 
060,000, the Ford Co. estimated at 
$94,000,000, United States Steel 
Corporation, $90,000,000 and 
Standard Oj] Co. of New Jeraey 
whose figurés have not yet bé@en 
published. 

“A new high record was set in 
1926,"’ the article said. ‘‘Twenty- 
seven corporations cleared the $20.,- 
900,000 barrier as compared with 
20 for 1924 and 1923, 19 im 1922 
and 14 in 1921. Twenty corpora- 
tions climbed into the $10,000,000 
or better class. They were aboni 
evenly divided between those that 
came back and those that made 
their debut. 

“While the bank earnings turned 
upward last vear, it was not ob- 
served that any bank was in the 
company ot the newcomers.

Confirmation today that the Argen- 
tine exportable wheat surplus is only 
$1,143,000 bushels, even less’ than 
supposedly sensational private esti- 
mates made by Chicago trade experts 
three months ago, did much also to 
promote buying throughout the day 
in the wheat market here.

Children if Obtained. 


TWO SITES RECOMMENDED 
FOR BUILDING LOCATION 


Crowded Conditions Make the 
Step Necessary, President 
of Body Declares. 


The establishment of a school in 
Potomac. Heights with preliminary 
portable buildings which will ac- 
commodate 150 school children in 


the first four grades will be re- 
quested by the Conduit Road Citi- 
zens association at the meeting of 
the board of education Tuesday 
night, when representatives of va- 
rious community organizations will 
present their own local needs be- 
fore the board. 

The association has previously 
recommended two sites for the lo- 
cation of the school. The purchase 
of the site is provided for in an 
appropriation of $15,000, which has 
already passed the House and is 
awaiting the action of the Senate. 
When the money is made available, 
July 1, the site will be purchased. 
The association now recommends 
that portable buildings for the im- 
mediate establishment of the school 
on the purchased site be provided. 

Further recommendations will be 
included as an item in the budget 
of next year for the erection of an 
eight-room school building on the 
site, with the ultimate plan in mind 
of an eight-room addition to this 
school, totaling sixteen rooms, and 
the erection of a juntor high school, 
all as part of the five-year program. 


Immediate Demand. 


The immediate need of the school 
is emphasized by the fact that the 
children of Potomac Heights are 
now distributed among schools in 
Cleveland Park and Georgetown, 
several miles away, the Reservoir 


and the Conduit Road school on 
Conduit road, one and a half miles 
away—a one-room building erected 
during the civil war, and now ac- 
commodating in its crowded condi- 
tion, about six grades. 

R. E. Adams, president of the 
citizens’ association, declares that 
because of the inconvenience a 
great many of the smaller children 
can not go to school at all, and that 
is the reason the establishment of 
the school for the lower grades is 
requested.

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AMERICA AND WORLD LAW. 

Statesmen of all nations have taken 
note of certain significant utterances in 
the address delivered by President Cool- 
idge at the laying of the corner stone of 
the National Press building on Thursday 
Jast. In referring to international rela- 
tions the President said: 

It is useless to love liberty unless we 
establish laws. It is futile to cherish jus- 
tice unless we provide courts. Our coun- 
try has lately recognized this important 
principle by signifying its determination 
to promote international justice by adher- 
ing to the world court. This has been 
done under reservations which adequately 
safeguard American rights and also tend 
to strengthen the independence of the 
ee | Se 

While we haye clearly declared our 
wish to assist in promoting justice among 
nations, we have just as clearly declared 
our intention to refrain from interfering 
in the political affairs of others by refus- 
ing to adhere to the league of na- 
ne ae @ 

We are likewise seeking, by what ap- 
pears at the present time the only prac- 
tical method, to promote international 
limitation of armaments. 

The fact that the Senate’s reservations 
to the world court protocol “tend to 
strengthen the independence of the 
court”” has given great anxiety to the 
managers of the league of nations, and 
they have invited league members to meet 
on September 1 to consider the subject. 
The United States was invited to send a 
representative to this meeting to explain 
the Senate’s reservations and to be ad- 
vised that some modifications of them 
would be advisable, if not necessary. 
The political control of nations through 
the league council would be seriously 
affected if the Senate’s reservations were 
accepted by the nations, for in that event 
the council could not obtain advisory 
opinions from the court without the con- 
sent of the United States. The court’s 
independence would be strengthened at 
_ the expense of the political influence of 
the league council. 

The United States has declined the 


invitation to send a representative to 


Geneva to explain the reservations or to | 


negotiate with a view to their modifica- 
tion. The nations can disagree with 
the conditions upon which the United 
States consents to adhere to the court, 
or they can agree to them, as they please. 
If they are anxious to strengthen the 


independence of the court and extricate | 
it from the political meshes of the league | 
of nations, they will doubtless approve | 


the American reservations, and some of 
them will probably file similar conditions 
to their own adherence to the court. 
The great majority of Americans are 
pleased to see that President Coolidge 


is determined to avoid foreign political | 
he | 


entanglements. They note that 
clearly perceives that the league of na- 
tions is a political organization with 
which the United States cannot associate 
itself without “interfering in the politi- 
cal affairs of others” and permitting 
them to interfere in the political ‘affairs 
of this hemisphere. 

As for assisting in the promotion of 
international limitation of armaments, 
it is well that the United States should 
participate in the preparatory confer- 
ence at Geneva. Safeguarded by tradi- 

-- tion and by such emphatic recent official 
_ declarations as i\at of President Cool-

establish laws,” says President Coolidge. 
The necessity of establishing interna- 
tional law is obviously a precedent to 
the administration of law by a world 
court. The nations should meet in con- 
ference at The Hague to survey, system- 
atize and agree upon world law. This 
task cannot be performed by the league 
of nations or under its auspices, because 
the league is bound by a covenant which 
attempts to set up a new system of inter- 
national law to be administered prin- 
cipally by a political coterie composed of 
a few nations. Naturally, nations not in 
the inner ring will refuse to be bound 
by this system; and Brazil’s refusal is 
but a precursor of similar acts which 
sooner or later will nullify the covenant.

AVIATION IN THE NAVY. 


The purpose of the’ Butler bill is to 
establish an airplane program for the 
navy and to adjust and define the status 
of the operating personnel, to fix the 
number of planes to be operated and. to 
provide a five-year building program to 
furnish these planes. 

The naval committee prepares a con- 
struction program and obtains the ap- 
proval of Congress, after which the 
appropriation committee recommends 
the necessary appropriation. The latter 
committee cannot report a bill for the 
expenditure of money unless Congress so 
authorizes. As an illustration, the reg- 
ular naval appropriation bill of this Con- 
gress carried an item for the purchase 
of 187 new airplanes at a cost of $9,062,- 
000. This item went out on a point of 
order, because Congress had not author- 
ized any such expenditure. The Butler 
bill provides for 285 airplanes for the 
navy and marine corps, to cost not to 
exceed $12,285,000 for the first year, the 
building program to continue five years. 

On November 1, 1925, there were in 
the navy 993 naval airplanes,.but only 
408 were serviceable, and 398 were what 
are termed “obsolescent;’”’ that is, for- 
merly serviceable but rapidly going into 
the discard. The House naval committee 
believes that in 1927 there must be built 
and purchased 213 replacement planes; 
in 1928 there must be built. 246 new 
planes; in 1929, 268; in 1930, 290, and in 
1931 at least 313 new planes. This pro- 
gram will, in the opinion of the com- 
mittee, give the navy about 1,000 service- 
able planes in 1932. 

At present there are about 1,842 en- 
listed men assigned to aeronautical duty, 
whereas the bureau of aeronautics is 
allowed 3,842 men. The small number of 
men is due to lack of planes. There are 
now about 675 officers and pilots. The 
total number of officers and enlisted men 
in naval aviation, according to the com- 
mittee, should be 6,647. 

The Navy Department is the sole gov- 
ernmental agency charged with the de- 
velopment of airships. The government 


spent $1,000,000 for the British-built | 


R-38, $300,000 for the Italian-built Roma 
and $200,000 for the German-built Los 
Angeles. The Butler bill provides for 
the construction in the United States of 


two airships to cost not to exceed $8,000,- | 


000, and one experimental metal-clad 
airship to cost not to exceed $300,000. 

The Morrow board’s aviation report 
contains this: 

Our navy was the first among those of 
the world to adapt the airplane to use on 
and over the sea. This was accomplished 
through the development of seaplanes and 
flying boats. In these types of airplanes 
we have continued to hold our lead. We 
have done more extended cruising with 
large seaplanes than any other navy. Our 
naval aviators hold at least their share 
of world records and have to their credit 
many outstanding accomplishments. 


Aviation in the navy has a bright 
future. It should and will receive gen- 
erous congressional support. 
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RUBBER AND COFFEE PRICES. 

Possibly the inquiry started by the 
House committee on interstate and for- 
eign commerce into the British rubber 
monopoly and like monopolies in other 
foreign products had nothing to do with 
the sudden fall in price of crude rubber 
which followed the beginning of that in- 
quiry; and then, on the other hand, they 
may have been very closely related. The 
effect of the investigation of the coffee 
situation is yet to be ascertained. 

The April bulietin of the Pan Ameri- 
can Union gives the weight and value 
of the exports from Brazil for the seven 
months ended with last September at 
1,369,180 metric tons, valued at the 
equivalent of $419,170,080. This was a 
decrease aS compared with the exports 
of 1,612,037 metric tons during the same 
seven months of 1923, but the valuation 
of the ‘decreased tonnage was approxi- 
mately 33 per cent greater. While the 


; figures quoted do not separate the ex- 


ports to the United States from the total, 
and while the proportion of coffee to the 
remainder of the commerce of Brazil is 
not shown, the statistical division of the 
Department of Commerce reports that 
during the calendar year 1923 there was 


imported 936,480,000 pounds of coffee ' 


from Brazil, which was valued at $116,- 
086,000. During the year 1925 the 
imports fell to 871,890,000 pounds, but 
the value jumped to $184,793,000. In 
other words, the import value of Bra- 
zilian coffee in the United States, accord- 
ing to the figures of the Department of 
Commerce, was 20 cents per pound in 
1925 as compared with 12 cents per 
pound in 1923, a difference of 66 per cent 
in two years. 

Congress has not yet taken up for con- 
sideration the report of the committee 
which investigated the causes. which 
underlie the enormous advances made by 
the foreign exporters of rubber and 
coffee, together with other foreign prod- 
ucts, of which the United States is the 
principal consumer, and it is too early to 
predict the effect of the committee’s 
report. But it is certain that the people 
of the United States are more directly 
and generally interested in the possible 


effect of that report on the future price | 


of coffee than they are in its effect upon 


the price of phosphates, or even on crude | 


rubber prices.

A TRIBUTE OF FRIENDSHIP.

first emotion: he is known to have dis- 
played since the reoccupation of Metz by 
French troops in 1918.

He held that the only remedy for 
the latter contingency was the formation 
of an organization of workers every- 
where to warn governments that they 
would make war impossible by combined 
registance and by refusing to bear arms,

THE CONTROL OF PRICES. 
‘There is no magic formula that cam 
be produced for the administration of the 
Federal reserve system that will control 
” says Benjamin Strong, governor 


Mr. Strong stated this to the House 


' committee on banking during its conside 
| eration of the bil! directing the Federal 
| Reserve Board “to utilize all of the pow- 
| ers of the Federal reserve system for pro- 


moting stability in the price level.” 
The power of the Federal reserve sys- 
tem, says Mr. Strong, so far as credit is 


| concerned, can be exercised within cer- 
| tain limits in two directions. 


One is to 
regulate or influence the amount of 
credit that is being employed in the coun- 
try, and the other is to regulate or influ- 
ence the cost of that credit within certain 
limitations. Mr. Strong adds: 

If it is assumed that the system has 
power to raise or lower price levels by 
some magic, mechanical formula, what 
safeguards are there against stupidity, 
or any bad judgment that might be exer- 
clsed or against divided opinions in our 
council? Is it possible to guard against 
misuse or political influence over this 
power? 


Obviously the power to regulate prices, 
if possible, would offer great tempta- 
tions. To clothe the Federal Reserve 
Board with any such authority would 
give it the power to favor some and ruin 
others—to favor the consumers and ruin 
the producers, or the reverse. Congress 
itself has no power to control prices, and. 
of course, it cannot confer such power 
upon the Federal Reserve Board.

If the members of the school 
board were elected by the people, 
there would be a harum-scarum con- 
dition of cheap politics worse than 
the present. It would be much bet- 
ter to*concentrate the strength of 
the whole administration of schools 
in a few very capable hands who 
should have the power to meet 
every situation and who should be 
responsible for the whole business. 
As it is, every person in the city, 
capable or not, is ready at the least 
provocation to denounce Dr. Ballou 
and his Jieutenants without know- 
ing who is responsible. It is evi- 
dent that Dr. Ballou is doing his 
best to bring order out of chaos. 
If everything were put in the hands 
of the voters, it would be like 
electing the judges of the Federal 
courts by Australian ballot. Schools 
should be kept out of politics al- 
ways. 

With the job Dr. Ballou inherit- 
eda lot of dead timber by way of 
unsatisfactory buildings, worn out 
teachers, medieval school regula- 
tions that he must utilize or some 
one suggests at once the schools 
aren’t being run satisfactorily.

We have made an exchange, as a 
nation, with Japan, of a lovely 
floral bit of plant life—and many 
thousands enjoy yearly the Japan- 
| ese cherry blossoms. 

Last year in March, when it is 

|autumn in the southern continent 
of South America, I was in Chile. 
_ There the national flower of Chile, 
‘the Copihue (pronounced Kope- 
| wa), was in bloom. 
The Copihue is a _ bell-shaped 
| flower about 3 or 4 inches in 
length and about an inch or more 
in width. It comes in the brilliant 
red that is in our flag and also in 
| the white of our Easter lily and in 
| Solden brown. The consistency of 
| the petal is like unto the petal of 
a magnolia, ~ 

The Copihue grows on a vine in 
sheltered, damp ravines and would 
thrive in such beautiful spots as 
Rock creek and other ravines in 
Washington afford. 

The Copihue grows in Chile 
from the central valley southward. 
At nearly all the railroad stations 
in Chile where the flowers grow, 
|men and boys come to the trains 
‘and sell the flowers for from 10 to 
20 cents a bouquet, (American 
| money). The center of the bou- 
/quet is of the Copihues and the 

bouquet is surrounded with fern 
leaves. 

| But the Chilean women in their 
| homes take the flowers and let the 
'pretty bells hang face downward. 
They arrange them in hanging 
baskets and over chandeliers. 

For decorative purpases—espe- 
cially for patriotic and pan-Amer- 
ican celebrations—the Copihue 
would be very beautiful. 

Now that the pan-American ed- 
itors are here, perhaps there may 
| be some among them, who, seeing 
| the beauty of the Japanese cherry 
| blossoms in Washington, may wish 
| their nations to exchange with ours 
so that our Washington may be 
|more beautiful by the introduction 
|}of pan-American national flowers 
jin our soil.

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| Dextrose, Which It Is Proposed 
to Mix With Sugar, Not Real 
Corn Sugar but a Product of 
Starch, Says Dr. Wiley—Bill 
to Legalize Use Is Blow at 
Pure Food Law, He Declares. 
Will Endanger Health. 


To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
I am constrained again to ask the 
favor of your columns to say a word 
in regard to the editorial of March 
381, 1926, entitled ‘““‘What’s in a 
Name?” If you will permit me to 
begin gently, I will say that I have 
rarely seen in the space occupied 
by your editorial more misconcep- 
tion and misinformation than you 
have been able to crowd into this 
editorial. I am. familiar with the 
value of condensation from the edi- 
torial point of view, but here! think 
is an editorial which would win the 
prize. 

In the first place the dextrose 
which it is proposed to mix with the 
suger is not corn sugar at all. The 
sugar that exists in the corn stalk 
is the same that is found in the sug- 
ar cane, in sorgum, in beets and in 
maple sap. It has been made and 
used on the continent of North 
America from time immemorial. 
Cortez, when he conquered Mexico, 
found that corn sugar was the prin- 
cipal sweet used in that country, 
and it doubtless had been made for 
hundreds of years before. It has 
been made ever since in Mexico and 
in the United States, but in dimin- 
ishing quantities because of the su- 
perior qualifications of sugar cane 
and the sugar beet for affording our 
sugar supply. 

The corn sugar, so-called, is made 
from starch by inversion with strong 
acid and has few of the charac- 
teristics whatever of real sugar or 
of real corn sugar. The bill was 
introduced into the Senate for the 
relief of the corn growers of Iowa 
for the reason that the principal 
starch produced in this country is 
made from corn. ‘Corn sugar,’’ as 
made today, contains one molezule 
of water and only about 91 per cent 
of dextrose. It has a sweetening 
power which is practically caly half 
that of real sugar. It is much more 
difficult to dissolve than real sugar 
and when used in canned goods, and 
jams and jellies. is easily crystal- 
lized and spoils the jams and jellies 
with which it is made. 

If it is right to call dextrose sug- 
ar, then {t is right to deceive every 
person in the United States who 
buys sugar and supposes he is get- 
ting sugar of the usual kind. The 
bill legalizes the adulteration of 
sugar by an amendment to the food 
law, a law which was enacted to pro- 
hibit the manufacture and sale of 
adulterated and misbranded arti- 
cles. It works a hardship upon 
avery one who consumes this prod- 
uct- and that means everybody in 
the United States. It is legalizing 
adulteration and misbranding. 

The benefit to the corn grower 
will be very slight, but the advan- 
tage to the manufacturer will be 
very large. It is of the same na- 
ture as glucose, which seeks to mas- 
|}querade as corn sirup and has been 
‘used principally for adulteration 
'nurposes ever since it was invented. 
| If this bill should be approved by 
ithe House of Representatives and 
|signed by the President, its title 
| Should be changed to what is really 
iis intended for, namely, ‘“‘A Bill to 
Repeal the Pure Food Law.” It 
proposes to introduce. into the die- 
tary of the United States 2,000,000,- 
600 pounds of dextrose made from 
starch, that is a prechewed and a 
predigested food. The starch we eat 
now is always tound combined with 
|other very valuable food products 
‘which we must eat at the same time, 


namely proteins, fat, minerals and 
vitamins. As made from starch it 
contains no vitamins, no minerals 
and none of the recently discovered 
properties of foods which make 
them wholesome and nutritious. 

To predigest our food means to 
destroy our teeth which were meant 
for chewing, and to destroy our di- 
gestive organs which wefe meant 
by nature for digesting. It is, there- 
fore a distinct threat to the heaith 
and teeth of every consumer in the 
United States. 

It is true that the poet has said 
that ‘‘A rose by any other name 
would smell as sweet,’’ but it is not 
true that sugar adulterated by dex- 
trose will remain as sweet. Double 
the amount of it will have to be 
used and thus the total cost to the 
consumer will be a great deal more 
than if pure sugar were used. It 
will, therefore, be a-fraud on the 
pocketbook of every citizen of the 
country. 

Twenty years ago the Congress 
of the United States passed a meas- 
ure which has been acclaimed as one 
of the best pleces of legislation ever 
adopted, namely, a bill to prevent 
misbranding and adulteration of our 
foods and drugs. Today the Con- 
gress of the United States is called 
upon to deliver the first blow of the 
assassins of the pure food law. 

Without any merit on my part, 
perhaps, I have been regarded as 
the father of the pure food law. I 
hope I shall not live long enough to 
see my ¢hild assassinated.

the subject of pensions for govern- 
ment employes. 

I am not a government employe, 
but I am in favor of pensions for 
aged persons, and there is no better 
place to start this system than with 
government employes. Economic- 
ally there is no waste, neither is 
there a burden upon those who eup- 
port the aged through the pension 
system. Certainly it can’t be ex- 
pected of every one that they can 
be so thoroughly efficient in their 
business methuds that they can save 
enough to carry them through their 
unproductive years. A great many 
persons can. But 95 per cent can’t, 

If we could shoot those who be- 
come dependent upon others, the 
problem would be solved, but we 
can’t, so they have to be supported 
in some manner. Most people die 
before they reach the age of 65 and 
those who do reach that age don’t 
live so very many years beyond 
that, So why not let them have 
those few intervening years as a 
time when they can indulge in 
peaceful idleness or anything else 
that suits their fancy. An adequate 
pension will do this and not work a 
hardship on any one.

mind—when people think of it. |

even slightly stooped on account of 
this burden I have as yet to see him.

Use of Wine and Strong Drink In- 
dorsed by the Bible, Writes Man 
of 74, Who Cites Own Health as 
Answer to Prohibition Argu- 
ments—Saviour’s Miracle at 
Cana Would Cause Arrest Today, 
He Thinks. 


To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
I have been reading with great in- 
terest the communication of Gilbert 


Hurd, and hope you will allow me 
space for some comment thereon. 
It is typical of the average pro- 
prohibition attitude and seems to 
merit a reply. 

Mr. Hurd’'s biblical knowledge 
does not appear to go very far. He 
quotes a single instance of denun- 
ciation of the use of “fermented 
wine,” but quite disingenuously re- 
frains from anything on the other 
side. Let me supply the deficiency 
to an extent. The same great wise 
man so approvingly quoted as to 
the allegedly poisonougand ven- 
omous character of winé must have 
experienced a change of mind at 
times in this, as in other directions, 
for he also said—although Mr. 
Hurd overlooks tthis: 

‘‘Give strong drink unto him that 
is ready to perish, and wine unto 
those that be of heavy heart. Let 
him drink and forget his poverty 
and remember his misery no 
more!”’ 

Also: 

“‘A feast is given for laughter 
and wine maketh merry, but money 
answereth all things.”’ e 

Yet again: 

‘‘Then I commended mirth, for 
a man hath no better thing under 
the sun than to eat and to drink 
and to be merry.”’ 

And this also: 

‘‘Go thy way; eat thy bread with 
joy, and drink thy wine with a 
merry heart, for God now accepteth 
all thy works.” 

Superior to all this, however, is 
the incident of the example of the 
Saviour at the marriage feast at 
Cana of Galilee, when He made wine 
(real wine) of most excellent char- 
acter for the merry making, while 
if He had done that today He would 
have been lodged in jail at the be- 
hest of the Hurds and theirilk. As 
also his institution of that solemn 
ceremony of the Last Supper, where 
the same kind of wine was undoubt- 
edly blessed by Him and drunk by 
all. 

Likewise also, one St.Paul, a 
most godly man, advised a brother 
of the same character that he should 
take a little wine for his stomach’s 
sake and his frequent infirmities. 
I might go to Much greater extent 
in citing biblical indorsement of the 
use of wine, but have quoted suffi- 
cient. That it was fermented liquor 
that was commended is evident 
enough, since the imbibing of un- 
fermented grape juice is scarcely 
conducive to merriment or to the 
making glad those who are heavy of 
heart! Or the alleviation of stom- 
ach troubles! 

Perhaps I may be excused for cit- 
ing my own example in the use of 
‘“‘fermented wine’ and occasionally 
something stronger. I am in my 
seventy-fourth year, have lived an 
active life, replete with physical 
hardship as also mental! stress; have 
‘‘paddled my own canoe” since I was 
14; have filled many positions, from 
driving mules on the towpath, 
‘‘herding bees’’ and cattle on a Cali- 
fornia ranch, to editing and. pub- 
lishing my own daily papers, as well 
as aiding in the rearing of a family 
of six. <A recent interview caused 
my physician to render this ver- 
dict: 

“T have examined many men of 
your age, and have seldom, if ever, 
found one in as sound a physical 
condition in all respects as you!”’ 


I have been a newspaper man for 
the greater part of my life, with 
occasional excursions jn other di- 
rections, but am still in the harness 
and cam ‘grind out’’ with compara- 
tive ease from 1,000 to 6,000 words 
ina day, and more on occasion, and 
hope to remain in like condition 
until the end. 

All my life, from the time when, 
as 4 lad of ten I used to “swipe”’ 
mouthfuls of the consecrated com- 
mution wine which my father, as a 
church deacon, kept for such pur- 
poses—and used to fancy I was in- 
curring eternal damnation thereby 
—I have used in strict moderation 
both wine and strong drink. Once 
I did indeed owe my life to the lat- 
ter, While many a fit of heavy- 
heartedness has been cheered by the 
former, to say nothing of the 
spiritual consolation imbibed at the 
altar rail from the same source! 

Upon suitable occasion at the pres- 
ent time I continue my lifelong 
practice, not an altogether impossi- 
ble or espectally difficult matter in 
prohibition Washington, if one be 
sufficiently well acquainted with 
some Of those who make tho laws or 
are imtrusted with their enforce- 
ment! 

As the grandson of a good old 
abolitionist preacher grandfather, 
and as the son of an equally ardent 
abolitionist father, I was taught that 
disobedience of any law—such as 
the fugitive slave enactment—which 
interfered with a man’s natural and 
divine rights, God-given, was thor- 
oughly justifiable, indeed commend- 
able. And as I believe that no one 
has any right to dictate what I shall 
eat, What I shall drink, or where- 
withal I shall be clothed, I am glad 
to enroll myself on the side of that 
great. majority—as per the present 
referendum balloting—-who believe 
in following the biblical instruc- 
tions quoted! 

Favoring as I do temperance and 
moderation in all things, I am, sin-

Subscriptions have 
been pouring into the headquarters 
from the States for this purpose 
since the last congress and an- 
nouncement was recently made that 
bond certificates for financing the 
building are to be issued in June. 
These bonds are regarded in finan- 
cial circles as “gilt edged,’’ as they 
will be secured from property hold- 
ings of this largest patriotic society 
of women in America, its present 
membership being more 150,000. 

Mrs. Alfred Brosseau, treasurer 
general, under whose direction the 
financing of Constitution hall has 
been planned, recently was placed 
in the field for the office of presi- 
Because of the rally- 
ing of delegates representing all the 
schools of thought in the society to 
her standard she is considered not 
only the strongest but the coalition 
candidate in the coming. contest. 
One reason Mrs. Brosseau’'s candi- 
dacy was urged was that many felt 
that she had the necessary business 
qualifications to bring the Consti- 
tution hall project to a successful 
conclusion. It is understood that 
the congress will elect Mrs. Cook, 
the retiring president general, 
chairman of the Constitution hall 
committee in order that she may be

Writes Secretary of War. 


Representative Morin. chairman 
of the House military committee, | 
last week addressed a communica- 
tion to the Secretary of War aaa 
ing consideration. of a substitute | 
for the various schemes that have | 
contemplated rearrangement of | 
names on the promotion list or 
creation of separate promotion lists 
for such branches as the air serv- 
aes, corps of engineers and judge 
advocate general's department. He 
has reached the conclusion that 
this would be less hopeless than 
any attempt to revise the list ac- 
cording to projects outlined by 
several groups that have been in- 
sistent upon such a remedy. 

Mr. Morin’s suggestion is to ap- 
ply, in some way, the system of 
promotion applying to officers of 
the medical department and the 
chaplains, by taking into account 
length of service, in connection 
with pay periods, as a controlling 
factor in promotion. The general 
proposition is that officers on the 
active list for a certain length of 
time shall be assured, to a certain 
degree, of retirement in the grade 
of lieutenant colonel, at least. 
which would give them practically 
the highest pay possible to officers 
on the promotion list. 

In the medical corps the average 
age of admission as first lieutenant 
is 28 years, with captaincy attained 
at 31, a majority at 40, a lieutenant 
colonelcy at 48, and a colonelcy at 
54. On the basis of commissioning 
as second lieutenant at the average 
age of 23 years for officers on the 

promotion list, with the same ages 
prevailing as in the case of the 
medical corps, service as second 
lieutenant would be for five years, 
three years as first Neutenant, nine 
years as captain, eight years as a 
major, and six years as lientenant 
colonel, with the grade of colonel 
attained at 54 years.

NEW LAW TO INGREAS 
SUBMARINE QUTY PA 


Legislation Would Provide 
Extra Compensation for 
Undersea Men. 


WORK HELD HAZARDOUS 
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Proposed legislation is being 
drafted in the Navy Department to 
give additidnal pay to enlisted men 
performing duty on board subma- 
rines. concerning which there has 
been considerable comment invoked 
by the prevailing increase of pay 
given aviators of the army, navy 
and marine corps. It is considered 
that submarine duty is sufficiently 
exacting, confining, uncomfortable, 
insanitary and hazardous to justify 
this provision. Moreover, it is evi- 
dent that, unless some legislative 
relief is afforded along this line, it 
will become increasingly difficult to 
obtain volunteers for submarine 
work. 


The submarine school at New 
London, Conn., affords an admirable 
place for training in this specialty, 
with opportunity for selection of 
those found best fitted for these 
duties, and the Navy Department 
will recommend legislation that will 
make the assignment as attractive 
as practicable for the individuals 
that apply for the duty and that 
are eligible. It is preferred by the 
naval authorities to adhere to the 
policy of confining assignments to 
submarines to volunteers for ob- 
vious reasons, and this method, it is 
realized, can not be continued with- 
out provision for additional pay 
that will counteract the disad- 
vantageous and discouraging fea- 
tures that inevitably attach to this 
activity. 

The new schedule of compensation 
probably will provide $30 per month 
additional for duty on seagoing sub- 
marines, and $25 for those quali- 
fied, and $20 for those unqualified 
for service on shore-based sub- 
marines. This scheme does away 
with the present rate of pay regu- 
lated by submergence, at $1 per 
day, with a limit of $15 a month, 
and which is found to operate, ac- 
tually, to restrict the additional 
compensation to an average of from 
$10 to $12 per month. As a mat- 
ter of fact, submergence is not re- 
garded as entitled to be the gov- 
erning and controlling feature in 
special submarine pay, especially in 
the case of boats operating with the 
fleet during maneuvers, where the 
work is arduous on the surface, and 
under conditions that are far from 
agreeable, with little or no neces- 
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sity or opportunity for submerging.

Maj. Gen. Allen Satisfied With 
the Results Obtained in 
Marksmanship. 


‘Very satisfactory,’ is the way 
Maj.

The frigate Constitution, for the | 
restoration of which a national cam- 
paign has been launched, had six! 
figureheads, one, the present scroll 
billet head, and a former similar to 
it, which have no historical value; a | 
figurehead of Andrew Jackson. a) 
scroll, a figurehead of Neptune and 
one of Hercules. 

The figure of Hercules first orna- 
mented the bow of “Old Ironsides”’ 
when the ship was built in 1797 and |

cules carving was knocked off by a 
cannon shot.

1834. It was then removed and 
became the dscoration for a lamp 
Post in one of the streets of the Bos- 
ton navy yard. This one may still 
be in existence although its where- 
abouts is unknown. 

A mystery surrounds the fourth 
figurehead, the Andrew Jackson 
statue, ‘‘Old Hickory’s’’ image, was 
placed on the Constitution in 183 
by Commodore Jesse D. Elliott, who 
came to Boston in 1835. Laban C. 
Beecher carved the figure. Presi- 
dent Jackson was very popular in 
Boston at that time and he had also 
Opposed the breaking up of the 
ship. Later, however, when Jack- 
son removed Federal deposits from 
Boston, feeling toward him changed 
and a protest arose over his image 
on the ship. 

The work went on, however, and 
in March, 1834, the carving was 
carried into the Boston navy yard 
under guard to insure its safety. 
When finished, it was mounted on 
the ship’s bow, when it was lying 
in Boston harbor, between the Co- 
lumbus and Independence, both 
mounting sentinels. 


Figure Sawed Off. 


Nevertheless, on the night of 
July 2, 1834,i{n a heavy storm, some 
one sawed off a part of President 
Jackson’s figure, said, in an official 
document of that time, to have been 
a small part of the head. The fig- 
ure was covered with canvas and no 
more repairs to it were made at 
Boston. 

It developed later that a young 
Man named Charles Dewey admitted 
the vandalism and came to Wash- 
ington to deliver to Jackson the 
Sawed-off part of the head, excusing 
his act as ‘‘a dare-devil adventure.”’ 

Jackson, it is recorded, was more 
amused than angered and nothing 
Was done about the incident. Later 
the figurehead was put back on the 
ship and for 40 years it carried the 
carving of President Jackson hold- 
ing a scro]l in his right hand in- 
scribed with his remark, ‘The 
Union, it must be preserved.”’ 


Sent to Naval Academy. 


In 1874, a Jackson figurehead 
Was removed from the ship while it 
was being repaired at Philadelphia 
and according to historians it was 
sent to the Naval Academy. 

There is one there today, but it 
is now certain that this is not the 
original one that was mutilated in 
Boston in 1834 because a con- 
‘temporary engraving, a reproduc 
tion of which accompanies this arti- 
‘cle, shows the Constitution moored 
in Boston harbor between the two 
‘gentinel ships and the figure ‘of 
Jackson with his hat in his left 
‘hand. Now the one at the Naval 
‘Academy shows the President with 
his left hand thrust into his coat 
Yat the breast. And the strangest 
‘part of all is that no record can be 
‘found when the original Jackson 
‘figurehead was removed and re- 
placed by a different model. 

A Jackson figurehead like the 
‘original is extant now.and is de- 
Clared to be the original. There is 
Only one test that can be applied to 
the figure to prove whether it was 
the one mutilated in Boston. . This 
is the point of the cut made by the 
saw. While historians disagree on 
this point, research has made it 

irtain that only the top of the head

It is clear that the aim of broad- 
cast reception is the production of | 
a complete ‘‘illusion of reality.’’ In| 
a sense it is the same ideal as that | 
of the legitimate theater. the mo- | 
tion picture house, and other divi-. 
sions of the dramatie art. A broad-| 
cast program originates in the | 
dio or concert hall, and it is the| 
wish of the broadcast listener to be | 
released into this world of pure! 
music through the agency of radio. | 
He desires that the artists shall, in! 
effect, perform in the quiet of the! 
listener’s home, even though actu-) 
ally many miles may separate the. 
artist and his audience. 

e know that this high ideal of | 
perfect musical reproduction has, 
not as yet been completely attained. | 
although some receiving installa- 
tions are a very fair approximation 
to the ideal; and it is now becom-| 
ing possible to secure receiving | 
equipment which is an astonishing-| 
ly close approximation to perfect | 
performance. But most receiving | 
installations are still far from be-| 
ing acceptable. It is often my em-} 
barrassing experience to be asked) 
by the owner of a receiving set of! 
more than dubious characteristics | 
how I like radio reception in his| 
home. Politeness compels a diplo-| 
matic though evasive answer. 

It is a curious fact that until one 
has heard and become accustomed | 
to really high quality radio recep- | 
tion one can endure and even some- 
what enjoy a_ seriously distorted 
and thoroughly imperfect rendition 
of thé original performance. How- 
ever, once one, has been accus-| 
tomed to really excellent quality, 
nothing less can be accepted or en- 
joyed. 

Poor Receivers Blamed. 

Among the faults which are en- 
countered only too often in receiv- 


ing equipment which has not been 
built according to sound electrical

Music may sound scratchy or 
have a squeaky or tinny quality. 
The lower notes may have a boom- 
ing quality and speech may sound 
as if the speaker were talking 
through a barrel, or a considerable 
length of large pipe.

International Commission to 
Assemble Tuesday in 
New York. 


RADIO RAISES DEMAND 
| FOR UNIVERSAL TERMS 
/Standardization Is Declared 
Necessary Also in Asking 
Bids in Business. 


Plans to work out a world lan- 
Suage for electricity, called an 
urgent need of commerce, will come 
before a ten-day plenary convention 
of the international electrotechnical 
/commission to be held in New York 
beginning Tuesday, it is announced 
by Dr. Clayton Halsey Sharp, presl- 
ident of the United States committee 

of the commission. 

National committees of the com. 
mission in America, Great Britain 
and the countries of the continent 
have been developing studies in this 
field and will submit reports at the 
meeting, the first to be held in this 
country. 

Radio expansion, it is declared, 
has increased the demand for com- 
mon terms and symbols, and steps 
have already been taken to meet 
this situation as a part of the gen- 
eral program of world standards in 
electrical language. 


Concord Will Be Aided. 


“The New York convention, which 
will bring together outstanding fig- 
tires of this generation in electrical 
and mechanical engineering, will 
try to further common understand- 
ing the world over,’’ says Dr. Sharp. 

“The work of these leaders, sit- 
ting as a world council of science, 
should simplify trade and bring the 
nations closer together. Electricity 
is looming as a powerful instrument 
of concord among all peoples. 

“At the New York session, which 
will be held in the Engineering So- 
cilety’s building, 29 West 39th 
street, the delegates wil take up 
Standardization of electrical ma- 
¢hinery and apparatus in the whole 
electro-technical field. 


“An international electrical dic- 
tionary of electrical terms is one of 
the aims sought in the interest of 
both science and commerce. Apart 
from all scientific considerations, it 
is important to commerce that there 
be a standardization of terms in 
the electro-technical field, so that 
people in different lands can know 
what they are talking about. 

“This international tongue may 
in part consist of symbols. It is es- 
gential that there. be standards for 
Fating, for designating sizes and 
performance of electrical machin- 
ery. Standardized requirements need 
to be used in asking for bids and 
tenders in business.’’ 


Five Committees at Work 


Five committees of the American 
engineering standards committee 
are now at work on the standardi- 
gation of radio receiving apparatus. 
Plans for these committees are be- 
ing mapped out at sessions of the 


standards committee in progress 
here, Chairman Charles B. Skinner, 
of the Westinghouse 
Manufacturing Co., 
burgh, presiding. 

General control of the radio stan- 
dardization task has been delegated 
to a sectional committee headed by 
Prof. John H. Morecroft, of Colum- 
bia university. Twenty national or- 
ganizations have been enlisted, in- 
cluding the Institute of Radio En- 
gineers and the American Institute 
of Electrical Engineers. 

Adoption of a radio language pol- 
icy, Dr, Sharp says, awaits definite 
actgn by the American Enginegfring 
Standards committee. 

C. Semenza, representing Italy, 
will preside at the convention of 
the Electro-technical commission, 
of which he is president. Countries 
to send delegates, in addition to 
America and Great Britain, include 
France, Germany, Russia, Norway, 
Poland, Spain, Belgium, Holland 
and Switzerland. 


MITTEN FIRMS TO USE 
GAS-ELECTRIC BUSES 


New Vehicle Without Gears 
Makes Operation Easier 
in Traffic. 


The first de luxe or parlor-car 
type gas-electric busses to be used 
for intercity service out of Phila- 
delphia and Buffalo, will soon be 
placed in service by the Mitten man- 
agement of the two cities. 

The new bus is similar mechani- 


cally and electrically to the hun- 
dreds of gas-electric busses now in 
service in those cities but differs 
in interior arrangement and finish. 
A total of 322 are being obtained 
for service in the two cities; and in 
addition 142 more gas-electric 
busses for city service are being 
obtained. 

The gas-electric bus, a recent de- 
velopment in transportation for 
which the General Electric Co. is 
responsible, offers advantages of 
importance, according to city offl- 
cials in the many cities which have 
already given them a trial. Its 
chief advantages are economy in 
operation, and the elimination of 
gears, so that the stopping and 
starting of city traffic are much 
smoother and quicker.

Small Powerhouse 
Offered for Farmers 


_ Atiny powerhouse is now manu- 
factured which contains a hydro- 
electric outfit to generate energy by 
the use of a small flow of water. 
The whole unit can be installed 
without a shed to inclose it and 
will operate wherever there is fall 
enough to provide a 7-foot head and 
a flow of 250 cubic feet of water 
per minute. 

These units are made small 
enough to generate current for 25 
40-watt lamps or a 1-horsepower 
motor and large enough to light 125 
lamps or run a 5-horsepower motor.

Model Home Will Instruct in 
Use and Function of 
Appliances. 


PROGRAM OF INDEFINITE 
DURATION IS PLANNED 


Consumer to Be Shown How 
to Get Latest in Matter 
of Equipment.

A definite program of indefinite 
duration was approved by the mem-

Startling facts concern- 
ing poor eyesight, of children par- 
ticularly, have been given much at- 
tention recently by the medical 
fraternity, and the foremost means 
of overcoming danger is considered 


proper location of outlets so that 
se fullest use can be secured from 
em. 


A Wiring Standard—By this 
means, it will be possible for the 
purchaser of a home to know 
whether or not he is getting elec- 
trical installation and equipment 
of the latest approved style. The 
standard will be established by the 
Electric league, and will be set up 
for the purpose of having a known 
starting point, as to adequacy and 
quality. . 

Speakers—Experienced talkers, 
with electrical training and full 
lighting knowledge will be available 
for talks before any civic or other 
organizations which are desirous of 
having pertinent facts brought to 
them, on matters of everyday im- 
portance. 


Old Houses—eIt is a well-known 
fact that many old houses using 
electricity have not the proper fa- 
cilities for the best results. The 
activity of the Electric league will 
assist Occupants of these homes, as 
well as the purchasers of new 
homes. 


Aid to Housewife. 


A particular effort, included in 
the activity, which will be carried 
out in each of the separate func- 
tions, bears this title, ‘‘Develop- 
ment of Education in Use of Elec- 
trical Appliances and Electrical 
Outlets.” This will prove of great 
assistance to the housewife, who 
will be invited to call on the league 
for any information that is wanted. 

Store illumination and. electrical 
advertising will be one of the pro- 
motion efforts which will be con- 
sidered later, after the educational 
work is under way.

SECURITIES I 1808 
HELD PHENOMENAL 


Volume of New Flotations for 
First Quarter Was Largest 
in History. 


SERIOUS FALLING OFF 
IS THOUGHT UNLIKELY 


Actual Figures Show Real Es- 
tate Mortgages Underwrit- 
ten for $96,000,000. 


The demand for real estate se- 
curities has been phenomenal dur- 
ing the first quarter of 1926, and 
the volume of new flotations in the 
United States for this period was 
by far the largest in history, ac- 
cording to statistics made public 
by the building construction re- 
search bureau of G. L. Miller & Co. 

The total amount of new capital 
real estate mortgage bond issues 
underwritten by leading investment 
houses during January, February 
and March, it was estimated,. ag- 
gregated approximately $146,349,- 
500. This represents a gain of 
about 11.6 per cent over the same 
period last year, and is nearly three 


times larger than the total amount 
of realty issues for the entire vear | 
of 1921, when the volumie of flota- 
tions aggregated approximately 
$49,786,500. 

Any serious decline in the 
amount of new realty issues during 
the next few months appears un- 
likely, it was stated, as the demand 
for construction financing con- 
tinues to be heavy and the public 
demand for high-grade bonds is in- | 
creasing. Whether the  record- 
breaking total of $700,000,000 
reached in 1925 will be exceeded 
depends upon the building demand 


Bond Investments Increase. 
“There is every indication that a | 
notable expansion in the volume of | 
bond investments is in prospect for | 
the next ten or twelve months, or | 
perhaps longer,’’ said the statement. | 
“There is already a _ noticeable | 
tendency to sell stocks and divert 
to conservative investment channels 
much money which heretofore, has | 
been used principally in specula- | 
tion. Investments in high-grade | 
bonds, especially such as govern-| 
ment, municipal and A-1l issues | 
among the rails and industrials, | 
will undoubtedly gretatly increase, | 
and a similar enlarged demand for | 
first-mortgage real estate bonds ap- | 
pears to be an unescapable conclu- | 
sion.’’ 

Actual figures now at hand show 
that the leading investment houses 


of the country during January and | 


Februray underwrote real estate 
mortgage bond issues totaling $96,- 
349,500 as compared with $77,185,- 
500 in the same period in 1925. 
While accurate figures have not 
been compiled it is estimated that 
new flotations in March will ex- 
ceed $50,000,000, as compared with 
$53,929,200 in March, 1925. These 
figures do not include the scores of 
smaller local houses spread through- 
out the country, which are daily 
underwriting mortgage bond issues 
ranging from $50,000 to $200,000. 

While the public has been buy- 
ing realty securities at the rate of 
about $1,600,000 a day, the flota- 
tion of other types of securities has 
been on the decline. In January 
and February, the aggregated 
amount of public utility bonds is-

sued totaled $326,506,000, as com- 
pared with $338,149,500 in the 
same period in 1925, which is a de- 
cline of approximately 3 per cent. 
Railroad securities dropped from 
$104,457,000 in 1925 for this period 
to $54,658,000, a decline of $1 per 
cent. Iron, steel, coal, copper and 
motor accessories securities also 
showed a considerable reduction in 
volume. 

The enormous growth in real es- 
tate financing is attributed by G. L. 
Miller, president of G. L. Miller & 
Co., to be largely due to the unpre- 
cedented development of the build- 
ing industry and the fact that the 


investing public has also taken 
kindly to real estate securities when- 
ever they have been assured of the 
legality and conservativeness of 
their issuance and of the guaran- 
tee they contain. 


Plenty of Building Capital. 
Mr. Miller said that the supply 


‘of capital now available for build- 


ing construction financing was prob- 
ably greater than at any other time 
in the history of the rea] estate de- 
velopment. He said, however, that 
the real estate bond houses ‘‘realize 
the importance they play as a na- 
tional real estate factor and no one 
who is true to his trust will know 
ingly participate in the economic 
blunder of overproduction or in any 
way jeopardize the safety of the Iin- 
vestment of the thousands of inves- 
tors in this type of security.”’ 

“At no time have realty secur- 
ities stood so high in the esteem of 
the investing public as they do to- 
day,’’ said Mr. Miller. “This is due 
to the exceptional combination of 
those elements of an ideal invest- 
ment which the real estate bond 
offers, namely: Maximum safety 
when issued by strong, experienced 
houses and properly safeguarded 
and guaranteed; an attractive in- 


‘come as compared with other in- 


vestments of comparable security. 
Another important element has 
been the placing upon the market 
of bonds that are unconditionally 
guaranteed as to payment of prin- 
cipal and interest, whereby the in- 
vestor is doubly assured of the 
safety of his investment. 

“Another important recent de- 
velopment has been the growing 
realization on the part of banks, in- 
surance companies and other insti- 
tutions, of the desirability of the 
real estate mortgage bond invest- 
ments. The increase in the number 
of banks handling first mortgage 
bonds, either as underwriters or 
dealers, has been proceeding on a 
much broader scale than is gen- 
erally realized. No accurate figures 
have thus far been available, but it 
is estimated that’ more than 4,000 
banks are already handling real 


estate bonds, and indications are

“The State Savings Banks asso- 
ciation of New York has just made 
public figures showing that on Jan- 
uary 1, 1926, the total invested in 


mortgage loans by the savings 
banks of the State was $2,339,400,- 
578, an increase of $1,235,331,713, 
or 112 per cent during the seyen- 
year period since the war. Every 
year. during that time practically 
all of the increases in deposits and 
the funds for reinvestment have 
been placed in mortgage loans. 

“In Detroit, the investment of 
State banks in real estate mort- 
gages alone, on January 1, this 
year, totaled $208,253,852, which 
represents 32.2 per cent of the total 
resources of these financial institu- 
tions.

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| Breakfast Room Color Schemes 


The breakfast room can be made inviting and a delightful spot in 
which to start the day by an unusual and effective use of color. 
Elaborate furnishings do not belong in an interior of this kind and 
should be reserved for the other portions of the house. In fact, the 
primary object of this room is to provide a simple yet effective interior 
for the family to breakfast informally, and its decorations should be 
light and gay in color, a contrast to the more“formal and sophisticated 
appearance of the dining room. 

In rooms that get the morning sun, apple green, blue-grass or pale 
blue walls can be used. With this coloring the curtains might be of 
glazed chintz with a yellow ground and a design in rose and mauve. 
The trim should be painted the same color of the walls. Peasant chairs 
stained walnut color with rush seats would be a change from the usual 
painted furniture, and here the table appointments might consist of 
natural colored linen. Italian pottery in yellow, green and blue and 
clear green glass. 

A breakfast room furnished in the colonial manner might have plaster 
walls tinted deep cream, with woodwork stained very dark brown and 
a dark brown floor. Windsor chairs and a gateleg table in oak or wal- 
nut, a dresser with open shelves filled with pewter and colorful pot- 
tery, and at the windows roller shades of glazed chintz in which there 
is a design of a basket of bright fruits on a neutral ‘ground, would create 
an interesting and livable interior. The hangings might be of sunfast- 
gauze in cherry red and a large pewter bowl should be in the middle of 
the table filled with fruit. . 

A feeling of the out-of-doors can be attained by the simple-method 
of lattices against the walls on which ivy is trained to grow. In this 
case the plaster walls might be painted yellow and the lattices and trim 
light green.

Iceless Lake Haven 
For Water Fowls 


The only lake in Colorado that 
does not freeze over in winter may 
soon become a haven for wild fowl. 
A plan is being considered to train 
game birds of various kinds to make 
this lake theip year-round residence 
so that the region immediately sur- 
rounding it could be used as an ex- 
traordinary game preserve. The 
lake, which stands near a steam- 
operated electric power plant at 
Valmont, Colo., does not freeze be- 
cause warm water in constantly dis- 
charged into it by the boiler and 
turbine circulation system of the 
nearby plant. It steadily feeds cool 
water into the system and thus per- 
forms a necessary gervice to the 
people of Colorado who use the 
lighting and power current the 
steam plant produces. 

Temperature tests show that in 
winter the water averages 45 de- 
grees Fahrenheit near the top of the

Construction operations lulled in 
March, acording to the Associated 
General Contractors of America. 


Experts do not attach significance 
to this condition, however. They 
are inclined to believe a season of 
high activity will follow. Statistics 
compiled show the number of con- 
tracts awarded and of building per- 
mits issued during the first three 
months of 1926 to be in excess of 
the corresponding figures for 1926. 
This is interpreted to mean that 
the volume of construction opera- 
tions during the next few months 
will probably approach or equal the 
marks set last year. 

Construction in March did not 
show the increase over February 
that usually is expected each year. 
Despite this fact, the volume of op- 


The average of construction costs 
in the principal building centers 
dropped slightly during March. 
With the exception of February, 
when a barely perceptible increase 
was registered, these costs remained 


on a single level throughout the 
preceding five months. 


The average wage paid in the } 


construction trades has not varied 
during six months. The slight de- 


crease in the average cost of build-|i 


ing materials last month was the 
result of a flickering change in 
prices paid in several localities by 
contractors for sand, gravel, 
crushed stone and cement.

Less Marked On Sea. 


“Fortunately, direction e¢hanges 
are much less marked on sea than 
on land; otherwise the radio com- 
pass would be of little value. 


“Direction changes also are 


greater at night and undoubtedly | 


depend upon atmospheric ‘condi- 
tions. Recently, Prof. Bidwell 
has detected a relation not pre- 
viously known to exist between 
these apparent direction fluctua- 
tions and fading. 

“Simultaneous observations made 
of changes and intensity over a 
number of hours would show, be- 
sides the sudden and_e erratic 
changes, a gradual drift up and 
down in intensity, and to one di- 
rection and another. Prof. Bid- 
well finds that these go together. 


Unlikely To Be Accidental. 


“For example, great. intensity 
comes at the same time that the di- 
rection is deflected to the north, 
small intensity when the direction 
is toward the South, or vice versa. 


This relation is found in so many 
instances that it seems hardly pos- 
sible it can be accidental. 
“Apparently, therefore, direction 
changes and fading are due to the 
same ultimate cause. There is 
every reason to believe that it is 
connected with conditions in the 
upper atmosphere at an altitude of 
100 miles or more and it seems 
likely that the continued systematic 
study of the phenomena will help 
to find out what the condition is.”

He has been ranked 
by critics as the greatest stage di- 
rector since the days of Boucicault, 
and it is an interesting fact that 
never in his long and distinguished 
career did he lend his name to a 
risque stage story or, indeed, to a 
production lacking in artistic merit 
and dramatic dignity. 

Mr. Miller was born in London, 
England, on February 1, 1860. He 
was the son of John and Sophia 
Newton Miller. He came to the 
United States at the age of 11, and 
married, on February 1, 1884, Miss

“Edwin Booth never played to 
such large receipts as have been 
common with those whom [I have 
mentioned. In fact, Shakespearian 
productions today could not sur- 
vive on the largest amount that 
Mr. Booth .ever grossed weekly. 
The productions now are so much 
more complete and elaborate and 
the casts are so much better 
rounded. No longer is everything 
subordinated to the eminence of 
the star as in the old days. 


Number Growing. 


“There always will be a large 
public for Follies, Vanities and 
Frolics than” for ‘Hamlet’ and 
‘Othello,’ but the number of per- 
sons interested in serious drama is 
growing year by year so that even 
now, 
and touring is double what it was 
twenty-five years ago, there is no 
difficulty in presenting the classics 
at a reasonable profit.”’ 


The actor pointed to “Cyrano de 
as an illustration of the 
public’s attitude. This classic has 
been as successful financially as if 
it were a good musical comedy. 


Bard Regarded as Forbidding. 


“If it had been written by 
Shakespeare, perhaps it would not 
be so popular,” he said, “because 
Shakespeare has come to be re- 
garded as forbidding by the Follies 
type which constitutes a large part 
of the public. This class has pat- 
ronized ‘Cyrano’ in great numbers 
and found it enthralling despite the 
fact it is written in verse and has 
an unhappy ending. 

“Any one who approaches ‘Cy- 
rano’ without a feeling against it 
is bound to fall under its spell. The 
same thing is true of ‘Hamlet,’ 
‘Othello’ and ‘Macbeth,’ but, un- 
fortunately, many persons” are 
frightened out of seeing them per- 
formed merely because they were 
Shakespearian. 

‘Luckily for American culture, 
however, this number is growing 
less each year.”’

Henry Miller made his first 
appearance as an independent star 
in ‘‘Heartsease,’’ in 1896. Two 
years later he was starred in ‘‘The 
Master’’ and, in 1899, created the 
role of Sidney Carton in “‘The Only 
Way,’ a dramatization of Dickens’ 
“Tale of Two Cities.’’ 

Although Henry Miller had been 


\a celebrity for almost a quarter of 


a century, and a star for ten years, 
it was not until 1905 that he took 
rank as a daringly original actor- 
manager, and an outstanding stage 
producer. [In that season he leased 
the Princess theater in New York, 
and starred Margaret Anglin in 
‘“Zira,’’ discovered and starred Mme. 
Nazimova in a series of Ibsen plays, 
produced “Brown of Harvard” as a 
starring vehicle for Henry Wood- 
ruff, and followed that with a pro- 
duction of ‘“‘The Great Divide,” a 
first play by William Vaughn 
Moody, in which he appeared as a 
costar with Margaret Anglin. Dur- 
ing the following season, he pro- 
duced Charles Rann Kennedy’s 
“The Servant in the House,’’ and 
followed that with productions of 
“The Rainbow,’ ‘‘The «Havoc,”’ 
“Daddy Long Legs,’ ‘Her Hus- 
band’s Wife,”’ 
“The Famous Mrs. Fair,’’ and in- 
numerable other big successes. 
Henry Miller, probably more than 


any other actor-manager in the his-| 


tory of the American stage, was a 
discoverer and exploiter of untried 
dramatists. He produced the first 
play written by Charles Klein, au- 
thor of “The Lion and the Mouse,” 
and innumerable other successes. 
This first play was ‘‘Heartsease,”’ a 
costume forerunner of “The Mu- 
sic Master,’’ by the same author. He 
produced ‘‘The Great Divide,’ which 
was the first play written by Will- 
jam Vaughin Moody, head of the 
English department of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. He produced 
“Daddy Long Legs,”’ the first play 
written by Jean Webster, a niece 
of Mark Twain. ‘‘The Rainbow,”’ 
one of his notable successes, was not 
only the first play written by A. E. 
Thomas, but it was in this produc- 
tion that Ruth Chatterton first ap- 
peared in an important role. ‘‘The 
Havoc,’”’ one of his most interesting 
ironic comedy productions, was the 
first play written by H. §S. Shel- 
don. One of his greatest produc- 
tions was “The Servant in the 
House,”’ the first play written by 
Charles Rand Kennedy. 

In addition to his long and dis- 
tinguished career on the American 
Stage, Henry Miller achieved suc- 
cess in London, where he appeared 
as the star of ‘‘The Great Divide” 
and “The Servant in the House.’’ 
On the occasion of his first London 
appearance, the critics in that city 
hailed him as the American Guitry. 
Subsequently, one of his notable 
comedy successes, ‘“‘Daddy Long 
Legs,’’ had a record run on the 
London stage. 


Son, inC ell, Says His Plight 
Hastened Death of Miller 


Santa Ana, Calif., April 10 (By 
A. P.).—Henry J. Miller, son of 
the noted actor who died last night 
in New York, expressed the belief 


from a cell in the county jail here 
today that his own disgrace had 
hastened his father’s death. 

Miller, who prior to being sen- 
tenced in Los Angeles recently to 
ten months in jail for narcotic law 
violations, pleaded that his father 
be spared the shame that would 
follow a sentence in the peniten- 
tiary, wept as he related to visitors 
how his first escapade had brought 
grief to his parents. 

“It is a singular thing,’’ Miller 
said, ‘‘that on the same day that 
I entered this jail I received a tele- 
gram from my father’s agent ad- 
vising me that he would not be 
able to open his new play, ‘A 
Stranger in the House.’ What a 
ghastly coincidence it is that the 
play should have such a name, - 
am the stranger in my father’s 
house, but he never cast me out 


grace. God bless his soul! 

“Father has not written me in 
many years, but he. never lost in- 
terest in me, for his remittances 
reached me every month. He told 
me once he felt like ‘urning on the 
gas for being respo sible for my 
coming {nto the world. Because of 
the remorse I had brought him, I 
decided to kill myself. I tried, but 
surgeons saved me. It would have 
been better for all concerned had I 
succeeded. I failed and here I am 
in jail. I am sure that my plight 
hastened the death of my father.” 

Miller declared he did not know 
whether his mother was living, but. 
if she-was, he would approach her 
with his soul reborn at the conclu- 
‘|sion of his jail sentence.

An American Expedition on Its Way to the Jungle 
to Gather the Most Remarkable Collection of 
Animals Since Noah’s Ark 


bound for the National zoo in 
Washington, D. C,, from the 
wilds of African jungles, will 
be stocked with some of the 
strangest birds and beasts 
and reptiles known to zoology 
and in all probability some 


The aardvark or ant bear, an 
extraordinary animal whose existence 
was unknown to science until about 
twenty years ago. Note its grotesque, 


* pig-like snout, its huge ears and its 


kangaroo-like tail. It has very few 


. teeth and has little use for them, for § 
» it lives entirely upon ants which it 
«= gathers by the thousands with one 


which right at this moment 
shave not yet been “discov- 
ered.” 


Besides elephants, rhinoc- 
eroses, lions, giraffes and 
other already familiarly 
known types of African wild 
life needed at the zoo, there 
will be specimens of a number 
of very, very rare and curi- 
ously adapted beasts—aard- 
wolves, pygmy  antelopes, all 
thumbless monkeys, elephant 
shrews, the dinosaurean aard- 
vark and the armor-backed 
pongalin. Gorgeously plumed birds, 
horribly venomous snakes and an as- 
sortment of strange insects will com- 
plete the sailing list. 


There will be at least 100 species of 
wild animals on board this ship which 
have never hitherto been seen in Amer- 
ica. 

Under the direction of the Smith- 
sonian institution, of Washington, D.C., 
the expedition to capture and assemble 
,these jungle creatures has already em- 

parked for Africa. Dr. William M. 
fam, superintendent of the National 
z00, is leading the party which includes 
many experienced field naturalists, 
sportsmen, writers and photographers. 
Walter P. Chrysler, wealthy automobile 
manufacturer, is furnishing the financial 
backing. 
This Smithsonian-Chrysler expedition 
to capture alive such a great number and 
variety of wild beasts is believed to be 
the most pretentious undertaking of its 
kind ever attempted. Compared to it 

the famous Roosevelt big game hunt of 
_ 1909, also'sponsored by the Smithsonian, 
_ seems a mere pleasure trip. Shooting 
' specimens for mounting in museums, the 
- object of the Roosevelt party, is a fairly 
' simple thing compared to taking these 

wily, fierce beasts alive and in good 
' heath for the zoo’s cages. 


_ Tanganyika territory, in British East 
_ Africa, is the destination of the expedi- 
tion. The jungles and dryer open plains 
_ in this section offer a very happy hunt- 
_ ing ground for naturalists because of the 
_ wide variety of animal life harbored in 
@ comparatively small area. 

_,,Proceeding .inland from Dar-es-Sa- 
_ Mam, the party will set up a camp ona 
' ranch not too far from a railroad. Get-

a big enough job even when a railroad 
is handy. The camp will be headquar- 
ters for the animal trappers during the 
entire stay of five or six months in the 
field. Special parties will be sent into 
the wilder parts of the territory to seek 
animals desired by the National zoo. 


Since this is distinctly a live animal 
expedition and not a big game hunting 
one, the members have all been pledged 
not to shoot to kill except in self-de- 
fense, or when some of the more com- 
mon game animals are needed for food. 
Any inquisitive jungle cat may prowl 
about the camp with perfect impunity 
except for the chance of being shang- 
haied and shipped to civilization. 


An experienced wild animal trainer 
from the National Zoological park will 
remain in camp in charge of a corps of 
natives whom he will train to receive 
and care for the strange wild beasts 
until they may be placed aboard the 
ship for America. Special shipping 
crates have been designed and sent along 
with the party, ready to be set up when 
the camp in the jungle is reached. The 
crates will be used as models by the 
native carpenters who will build enough 


‘more on the ground to accommodate the 


“luck” of the hunters. 

Such carefully planned pitfalls will be 
dug at strategic points in the territory, 
so many box traps will be set and so 
many skillfully laid snares will be placed 
by the expeditionary scouts that it will 
be a very clever leopard, lioness, hunt- 
ing dog or hyena that won’t find itself 
suddenly booked for a visit to America. 
Only the most precocious of the curious 
thumbless colobus or guereza monks or 
the rarer Sykes species will be able to 
elude the traps set especially for them. 

There will be several great drives 


when large forces of natives will beat 
the bush to head into the great stockade 
large herds of young wild animals of the 
plains. From the beasts so captured, Dr. 
Mann and his associates hope to be able 
to select some very fine specimens of a 
dozen rare types of antelopes. 

The zoo is particularly anxious to get 
some sable antelopes, the fringe-eared 
oryx, the topi, the hartbeest, the bush- 
buck, the kudu, various reedbucks, 
duikers, impalla, oribi, pygmy antelopes 
that are not a foot high, and perhaps 
some others. 


The antelopes and gazelles are found 
all over Africa, but they stay in such 
isolated herds and adapt themselves so 
quickly to environment that each sec- 
tion has its own special strain. Some 
of them are as definitely marked as 
zebras. These are the ones that still 
dwell in the sharply splotched sun and 
shadow of the jungles. Those that fre- 
quent the dry reddish bush are protec- 
tively colored also, and resemble closely 
a Jersey cow. 


The antelopes have been killed in such 
numbers by the natives for food that 
some varieties are extremely scarce. 
The duikers, Dutch for “duckers,” may 
still be found in the denser jungles 
where, laying their stout horns down 
flat along their backs, they “duck” 
through the undergrowth and under the 
fallen trunks as easily as a ground hog. 
They are very difficult to stalk because 
they live in such isolated spots, but once 
a ‘duiker path has been discovered the 


' rest is easy. , 


These antelopes form habits easily 
and insist on going to water at the very 
same place and the very same time each 
day. Once one of their preferred water- 
ing places is found a trap may be set 
with perfect certainty that the game 
will happen along, and almost the exact 
minute of the capture may be gauged. 


The eland is another antelope which 
the - Smithsonian-Chrysler expedition 
hope to get. They want enough speci- 
mens to start a breeding herd at the 
National zoo. The London zoo has been 
propagating them for years with huge 
success. Some years ago-the Duke of 
Bedford presented a pair to the Wash- 


ponderous pachyderm. neighbor, 


ington zoo, but now only the lone, aged 
cow remains. 

Elands were at one time very plenti- 
ful in Africa, but they have been exter- 
minated by the natives almost as thor- 
oughly as the American buffalo. They 
are easily killed because they are too 
heavy to move swiftly and the antelope 
must depend mainly on his heels for 
protection. The eland’s horns are so 
twisted that they are not very danger- 
ous weapons and its mane is, easily 
caught by the thorny bush. 


The only difficulty capturing elands 
will offer to this party will be to sight 
them. That is hard, but the rest is easy 
and they are as docile as cattle in cap- 
tivity. 

The hydrax is another strange trophy 
that will be zealously sought for. This 


noisy little animal that makes the whole - 


jungle resound with its weird, scream- 
ing calls, is the coney Moses denounced 
as unclean “because it cheweth the 
cud yet divideth not its hoof.” It is 
smaller than a rabbit, but for all its tini- 
ness it is the closest living relation of 
the elephant. 

The tiny elephant shrew with its 
elongated, trunk-like snout but which is 
otherwise neither kith nor kin of its 
will 
also have reservations on the return 
boat. | 

The aardvarks, grotesque little ani- 
mals with heavy pig-like body, kangaroo 
tails, long ears and dinosaurean claws, 
are probably the most interesting crea- 
tures that the expedition has a weather 
eye out for. It was not more than 20 


- years ago that an English scientist first 


reported their existence and was imme- 
diately discredited as an adherent of 


the truth. Even when 
he exhibited the 
strange dinosaurean 
claws, skull and skele- 
ton of the aardvark, 
fellow scientists told 
him that they didn’t 
believe there was any 
such animal nor had 
there been since the 
prehistoric times. But 
subsequent explorers 
confirmed the report 
and finally a live spec- 
imen was taken to 
London. 

The aardvark eats 
ants, tearing up their 
hills with its great 
claws and thrusting 
its long, sticky tongue 
into the squirming 
thousands of inhabi- 
tants. Aardvark is 
Boer for ground pig. 
It is not in the least 
ferocious, but mighty 
hard to capture. It 
burrows into the 
ground so rapidly that 
it takes a force of six 
men with picks a cou- 
ple of hours to. catch 
up with it. It is a 
strong little beast, too, 
although it is no 


At least a 
pair of elands, 
a singularly 
shy but very 
docile species 
of antelope 
that is rapid- 
ly becoming 
extinct, is one 
of the chief 
prizes on 
which the 
leaders of the 
hunting expe- 
dition have 
set their 
hearts. 
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larger than a domestic pig. 

Agile little natives who have been set 
to watch a hole have manfully made 
bare-handed grabs at the emerging 
aardvark, only to be dragged bodily 
back into its burrow unless they let go. 
It can drag a grown man helter-skelter 
along the open country until he is shak- 
en off. 

When their holes are dug into, just as 
apt as not, instead of an aardvark, a 
python will be found with the ant-eater 
digesting peacefully in its stomach. The 
great snakes crawl into the aardvark’s 
burrow, swallow the occupant, lay their 
eggs and then coil up and go to sleep for 
a couple of weeks in perfect luxury. Nor 
are they the only native beasts that 
usurp the aardvark’s home. Nearly 
every other animal that has a desire for 
cave dwelling just moves in and makes 
himself at home.. The aardvark is the 
billeting officer of the jungle and plain. 


The armor-backed pongalin with its 
great big shining scales is quite as curi- 
ous as the aardvark, and very much like 
it except for its body’s covering. It 
was the strange double tracks that the 
pongalin makes that led some excited 
naturalists a few years ago to report 
that a dinosaur still dwelt in the jungles 
of Africa. The natives are quite super- 
stitious about the pongalins, believing 
that rings made of their armor ‘plates 
will ward off the evils of witchcraft and 
that their blood sprinkled in the cattle 
pens will increase fertility. Their flesh 
is also considered a great delicacy for 
food, and for these reasons the pon- 
galins have been almost exterminated.

to this country. One of the prime pur 
poses of the expedition was to get some 
new blood for the lion cages in the Na- 
tional zoo and to furnish some nice vi- 
vacious mates for several handsome 
bachelor lions that have long been the 
pride of Washington. No matrimonial 
bureau ever before went to such lengths 
and courted such dangers to promote 
matchmaking, and it is hoped that these 
African lionesses will be pleased with 
the American husbands some genera- 
tions removed from their native jungles. 

The English government offers a 
bounty for dead lions in Tanganyika, so 
the Smithsonian-Chrysler party will 
have to raise the offer to make the na- 
tive lion hunters bag their game alive. 
Whenever a mother lion is killed they 
will be requested to preserve the young 
and turn them in at the camp for a very 
good price. 

To get hold of a promising specimen 
of rhinoceros, it is probable that a 
mother animal will have to be killed in 
order to take the young, which are more 
tractable and easier to manage. 

One of the most hazardous tasks that — 
faces these Smithsonian scouts will be 
the bagging of a number of reptiles, for 
the bite of some of these is certain 
death. There are the giant pythons, the 
spitting cobras, which it will take a very 
nimble naturalist to ensnare, and puff 
adders and black mambas, the boom- 
stang which was formerly not consid- 
ered venomous, but which is now known 
to be very much so, and the fearful look- 
ing rhinoceros viper, which some ardent 
naturalists have declared to be the most 
beautifully colored creature in the whole 
animal kingdom, but of which the ama- — 
teur had best beware. : 

Parrots and love birds, the fish eagles, 
the hornbills, the secretary bird that 
preys upon snakes, the sun birds, vari- 
ous types of vultures, brilliantly colored 
finches, particularly the Paradise why- 
dad with its humming bird body and its 
handsome tail, eight or ten inches long, 
are slated for. particular attention. 

There are some of the strange Afri- 


can fauna that the expedition are earn- 
estly hoping to miss entirely, particu- 
larly the disease germs which cause ma- 
laria, jungle fever, amoebic. dysentery, 
typhoid, the dreaded sleeping sicknéss, 
and various other serious afflictions 
prevalent in the tropics.

OHN RANDOLPH, that doughty lion of 
Roanoke, once rose to his feet at a din-

| REPAINTING 


YOUR WALLS | 


By MRS. CHARLES BRADLEY SANDERS. 
Paint always seems such a permanent fin- 
ish that it is very important to have its color 
and texture pleasing. Colors influence our 
thoughts and actions more than we realize 
and they are directly responsible for mak- 
ing the home either a pleasant or an un- 
pleasant place. Most people have certain 
colors. which, they prefer and one or more of 
the home-maker’s favorite colors is generally 
seen on. the walls of her various rooms. 

The primary colors in their pure unadul- 
terated state are not a safe choice for any 
wall; but these colors or their complements 
if grayed are very appropriate. 

Certain colors produce certain effects. .It 
is well to remember which colors should be 
used to create a feeling of warmth and 
which should be employed to give the effect 


of coolness. Rooms facing north or east re- 
quire the warm, cheerful shades, while those 
facing south or west need the cool tones. 
Reds, pinks, oranges, browns and yellows, in- 


tense or grayed, are warm colors; while 
blues, purples and greens comprise the cool 
colors. In rooms of uncertain exposure neu- 
tral tones may be used successfully. 

Tints may be most satisfactorily used over 
old or new plastered walls or walls that 
have been previously papered. They are an 
inexpensive finish and can be very easily 
applied. The more unusual colors can be ob- 
tained by mixing two packages of the pre- 
pared colors. However, so large a variety of 
shades is obtainable that it is seldom neces- 
sary to do this, and by using the neutral, 
ready-prepared tints, the home decorator can 
be fairly sure that her ne hed scheme will be 
a success.-_—From the Delineator for April. 


NEW ANESTHETIC 


The invention of efficient and harmless nar- 
cotics for anesthesia and pain alleviation is 
one of the most important tasks of modern 
science, Recently Dr. Maurice Sandoz, of.the 
University of Lausanne, Switzerland, suc- 


ceeded in producing a substance called ‘“‘tri- 
cane,’’ which, it is claimed, is remarkable for 
its rapid narcotic effects. On cold-blooded 
creatures, such as fishes, frogs or salaman- 
ders, two to six minutes in a-one-tenth per 
rir solution of tricane induces total insensi- 
bility. , 

A solution of tricane diluted beyond 10 per 
cent will reduce the rate of cell division in 
animal organisms, particularly the develop- 
ment of the embryo from the egg. By use of 


a very weak solution it is possible to keep 
frog eggs for several weeks without hatching. 
Untreated eggs left in pure water for the 
same period would turn into adult frogs. 


These experiments, says Popular Science 
Monthly for May, have suggested a possible 
use of tricane in arresting the ravages of old 
age.

THERE IS A LIMIT 
TO SIZE OF A STAR 


To most of us the sun, which for millions 
of years has been lighting and warming the 
earth day after day, seems quite the greatest 
and most important body in the universe. 

Yet actually our sun is a relatively unimpor- 
tant little pinhead of fire compared with s0me 
of the vast flaming stars swinging through 
space so far distant from us that they can 
scarcely be detected with the powerful in- 
struments of astronomy. 

The diameter of Antarés, the largest star 
we know of, is estimated at more than 273,- 
000,000 miles, or more than 300 times that 
of the sun. And Antares is only one of a 
number of giant suns. Betelgeuse and alpha 
Hercules are almost as large. They are go 
huge that not one of them could find room in 
the vast circle described by the earth in its 
“path around the sun. | 

Balls of fire so enormous as these stagger 
human imagination. Quite naturally, says 
Popular Science Monthly for May, they lead 
us ‘to ask whether there is any limit to the 
size of a star, and if so how large it is pos- 
sible for a star to be. 7 

Answers to these questions recently havea 
‘been given through remarkable measure- 
‘ments by A. E, Eddington, noted British 
scientist. A star whose mass is 50 times that 
of our.sun, he found, has reached its limit in 

ess. Stars of greater mass than this 
can not exist; they would burst of their very 
enormity. Their own pressure from within, 
combined with the centrifugal force of rota- 


tion, would overbalance the force of gravita- 
tion, and they would fly apart in billions of 
fragments. : 

Mddington learned that in the center of a 
Star whose mass is one and one-half that of 
our sun the heat reaches the tremendous 
temperature of 8,550,000 degrees Fahren- 
heit. The pressure at the center is 21,000,000 
atmospheres, or more than 
pounds to the square inch—ae@t least 10,000 
times as great as the breech pressure of 
Uncle Sam’s largest coast defense gun. 

Eddington learned, too, that just as there 
is # limit to the greatness of stars, so also 
there is a limit to their smallness. A star less 
than one-seventh the mass of our sun, he 
discovered, would cease to shine. For the 
temperature at its surface could not reach 
6,400 degrees Fahrenheit—the lowest tem- 
perature at which a star can remain visible 
by light radiation. 


To London in Eighteen Hours. 


A monster monotriplane capable, it is 
claimed, of flying from New York to London 
in eighteen hours, recently has been designed 
by Dr. Armin de Muth, a German inventor. 
According to Popular Science Monthly, mod- 
els of the plane have been tested successfully 
by Prof. Edward P. Warner, of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology. The hu 
plane, which is to be constructed soon, will 
be all metal and unsinkable. It will be 147 
feet long and it will be able to carry 50 pas- 
sengers and two tons of freight. ae

Grasping the overhead rods of the ‘‘cage”’ 
they descended 400 feet beneath the Illinois 
river, and seated in the bottom of a pit car 
were taken the mile trip to the face of the 
mine, 

There the sixth baronet of Anscoat crawl- 
ed on his stomach to be able to talk to a 
half-naked, grimy miner without interrupting 
the latter’s work, and Lady Cynthia, on her 
knees beside Underground Superintendent 
Adam Currie and Assistant Foreman Chand- 
dellier, swapped information on American 
mines and mining for that on the mines of 
England and of India. 

She displayed an intelligent knowledge of 
mining and of mining conditions, and on the 
way out, up ahead in the dim passageway 
with the miners, she lent a hand to put a pit 
car to the point where the pit donkey was 
waiting to haul it through the entry.

touch of hominess and quaintness, so that, 
in spite of its tininess and poverty, it has 
charm and individuality. 

“On the other hand, the English miners 
wife is too ready to accept conditions—-to 
think that what was good enough for her 
mother and her grandmother is good enough 
for her.”’ 

In the evening Lady Cynthia gave her views 
on socialism at the socialist banquet, and pre- 
dicted an early triumph for socialism in Eng- 
land. 

“Our English victory will buck you up if 
case you’re downhearted, which, of course, 
you're not,”’ she told the American socialists, 

“You in America are in the ploneer stage.

-RADIO PEN 
ACROSS 


WRITES 


THE ETHER 


A rehurkxable “radio pen,’’ which traces 
in ink reproductions of cartoons, maps, 
printed matter or script broadcast from a 


=" distant station, has just been perfected by 


C. Francis Jenkins, inventor of the Jenkins 
process of transmitting photography by radio. 
It is said to be the only existing device capa- 
ble of tracing ink reproductions on a flat 
surface by radio. 

The apparatus, as described in Popular 
Science Monthly for May, consists of a small 
cabinet with a sloping top, on which are 
mounted the ‘‘radio pen” and guides for 
holding and moving the paper beneath the 
ink stylus. 

The pen is a metal arm, about six inches 
long, having at one end a steel split pen 
point of the drafting type, and at the other 
end a small magnetic box, resembling the 
- ear piece of a head set. This magnetic end 
-.is mounted on an axis, permitting the pen 
. to sweep across the paper in arcs the width 
of the sheet. ‘The pen, which is hinged to 
the arm, is connected with the ‘ear piece’ 
' by a series of levers, so that every move- 
_ ment of a tiny iron bar, mounted so as to re- 
_ place the customary diaphragm, is communi- 
'@ated to the pen, causing it to touch the 
Paper and make an ink mark. 
~As radio impulses actuate 


iF the magnets 
and depress the bar, 


the pen also is de- 


pressed, and as it is.drawn.across the paper 


by a radio controlled motor, a line is pro- 
duced. These ink lines, following the origi- 
nal, form the completed picture. 

The radio impulses are generated by a 
similar appearing machine in the _ broad- 
casting station. The difference in the trans- 
mitter is that the lines of. the origirfal 
drawing, either done in metallic ink or 
etched in zine, form an electrical contact be- 


‘tween the points of the tracing stylus, mak- 


ing and breaking an electric circuit, which 
is broadcast in the usual way. The drawing 
is shifted downward after each sweep of the 
stylus, forming a new path and a new succes- 
sion of contacts. The paper at the receiving 
end is moved synchronously. 

The receiver, it is said, is not costly and 
may be plugged into a. radio receiving set 
threugh the loudspeaker jack. 


Would Heat Homes by Radio. 


An ingenious idea for heating the houses 
of the future by radio has been advanced re- 
cently by Prof. S. E. Dibble, of the Carnegie 
Institute of Technology, Pittsburgh, Pa. He 
hopes to transmit heat by waves, just as 
sound is sent now, according to Popular 
Science Monthly. The time may come .soon. 
he believes, when heat for an entire city, or 
even a whole State, will be broadcast from 
one central. plant.

was concerned, partook of the nature of a 
highly developed communism involving taxes, 
tributes, census records of people and crops 
and herds, governmental construction of 
bridge roads, temples and irrigation canals 
which rendered habitable and productive the 
mountain fastnesses surrounding Cuzco, the 
Inca capital. 


The first announcement of the discovery of 
La Quipola was made in England in 1827. 
A ship carpenter named Alexander Strong, 
declared that he had purchased the knot rec- 
ords and a gilt box inclosing them from the 
mate of a merchant brig who was named Rob- 
ert Baker. Strong paid £10 or about $48 for 
them when he found Baker trying to sell 
them in the curiosity shops of London. Baker’s 
story was that the quipos were obtained by 
a native of Lyons, named Rosenberg Vestus, 
who by a succession of accidents in South 
America, had come to live with a ehief of the 
tribe of Guarcos in Chile, who considered him- 
self to be a descendant of the Incas, who fled 
southward from Peru before the conquering 
Spaniards. Vestus lived with the chief for 
many years and married his daughter. 

The chief took great delight in teaching 
his son-in-law the mysteries of the quipos and 
was induced by his proficiency to leave him 
the treasured records at his death, in prefer- 
ence to his own son. After the death of the 
old chief the son began to persecute Vestus, 
who was forced to flee, taking the quipos 
and their box with him. He arrived finally 
in Buenos Aires in a state bordering on nu- 
dity and sold the box and quipos there to 
Baker for several suits of European clothes, 
turning over to him at the same time all of 
the information in his power by way of en- 
haneing the value of the trade. Accompiany- 
ing the knot records was a key written in 
Latin: apparently. by. a-.Spanish ‘ecclesiastic.

Extinction threatens the ice man. And all 
because modern science has made marvelous 
«trides in perfecting small ice-making 
chines for the home gr apartment house. 

Several types of refrigerating plants for the 
average home now are available. All of them 
operate on the same general principle. An 
electric motor drives a pump that comprises 
the gaseous freezing agent, either sulphur 
dioxide or methyl chloride. These gases, 
compressed and cooled to ordinary room tem- 
perature, become liquid, and when ithe pres- 
sure is gradnaily released in ihe cooling unit 
inside the ice box they turn into gas again. 
In doing so they absorb heat. In other words, 
they cool the tank in the ice chamber to be- 
low the freezing point of water. 

The apparatus is automatic and requires no 
attention except oiling the electric motor at 
infrequent intervals. And even this small 
amount of attention has betn eliminated by a 
new invention of two Swedish engineers.

The advent of 
spring brings 
strongly to mind my 
first acquaintance 
among the _ iittle 
people of the out- 
of-doors. It was my 
homeliest friend. 

Mother anxiously 

warned me that un- 

der no circum- 

stences must I 

touch him. Mother 

didn’t understand. I 

have said that he is 

my homeliest 

friend. He is hump- 

backed: he is bovw- 

legged; he is pop- 

eyed; he is blig- 

mouthed; he possesses a_ hind-side-before 
tongue, and withal, he is covered with warts. 
He is, of course, Old Mr. Toad (Bufo Ameri- 
canus). 

But now I see not his homeliness, which 
some might call ugliness, but rather the 
beauty which lies in his wonderful eves, in 
the sweetness of his spring song and in the 
estimable qualities of his character. I ques- 
tion if there is in this world any homeliness 
wherein beauty may not be found by those 
who seek it. The eyes of our common toad 
are jewels—living jewels. Look at them the 
next time you have an opportunity. 

And if you know not the song of this lowly 
toiler in our gardens, hie you to the smiling 
pool some time during the next few weeks, 
and if you do not know the voice of Old Mr. 
Toad, pick out the sweetest notes in the 
chorus which makes the water a living song. 
The chance is that if you follow them up you 
will find Old Mr. Toad sitting in the shallow 
water, blowing a great pearly bubble beneath 
his throat—his music bag. 

Later in the summer you will find him back 
in your garden, and you are to be congratu- 
later that he is there, for he is a ceaseless 
worker for your benefit. His digestion is 
rapid. He has several meals during the 24 
hours and almost every meal is quite as much 
to your benefit as to his. He is a persistent 
hunter of the pernicious cut-worm, to say 
nothing of a variety of insects, mostly harm- 
ful ones, from our point of view. 

I suspect there are many good folk who. 
like Marion F..Swem, a member of the Radio 
Nature league, have lived long with hardly a 
passing acquaintance with this humble neigh- 
bor. Mr. Swem tells comically of how he 
made the acquaintance of Old Mr. Toad. ‘‘We 
lived some years on the outskirts of a city, 
and the toads [I came across in my little gar- 
den were very much concerned in their own 
affairs. I left them strictly alone, realizing 
that their presence was a good thing for the 
plants, even though I thought their personali- 
ties disgustingly unprepossessing. You see, I 
was a city man and this was my first contact 
with the soil and the things in and of it. 


“But one day I noticed a toad’s head pro- 
truding from under a board that caught the 
drip from an outside water faucet. I had 
picked a beetle from. a plant, and this I 
dropped in front of him. Quick as a flash it 
disappeared. One second I saw the beetle and 
the next it was not, though I did not see it 
go. I dropped another beetle. Immediately 
it became invisible. I knew the toad had it, 
for I could see the swallowing motion in his 
throat, but the lightning flash of his tongue 
was too quick for my eyes. 

“T said to myself; ‘Well, old man, I’ll get 
you something that you will not be able to 
get away with so quickly.’ I found an angle- 
worm about five inches long and placed it in 
front of the toad. He hopped right out, sat 

p, looked goggle-eyed at the worm for about 
three minutes and then as the worm began to 
lengthen out in an effort to crawd away, the 
toad seized it at,one end and began to push 
the worm into his mouth hand over hand.

His stomach began to dis-

an insect yet some two inches from Old Mr. 
Toad’s nose, you will, I am sure, agree with 
me that he not only is a most desirable Amer- 
ican citizen, but a most interesting one. His 
babies, by the way, are little black tadpoles, 
such as you see in the illustration herewith. 


A Miner Who Never Strikes. 


There is one miner who is always on the 
job. He never strikes. He is a lover of 
darkness and the keeper of the golf greens 
unathematizes him as one whose Ways are 
ways of darkness. I mean Miner the Mole, 
who in a few short hours can drive a tunnel 
across a smooth lawn, or a well-kept green, 
and utterly wreck its appearance and the 
temper of the golfer who needs a ‘‘birdie” 
to win the hole. An humble little fellow in 
the soft gray coat which the ladies love is 
Miner the Mole. A close neighbor, yet known 
only by his works and damned for these, so 
far as the majority of people are concerned. 
Yet in many ways he is an astonishingly small 
person. I know of none with greater energy 
and with greater strength for his size. Ears 
and eyes are of little use, so, though he pos- 
sesses both, they are of little account. As he 
drives his tunnel through the earth he liter- 
ally swims. In proportion to his size his fore- 
feet are huge. They are armed with long 
claws. His nose is apparently designed as a 
boring machine. While the nose bores into 
the earth, one foot with the palm out is 


driven up past the nose, the claws cutting 


the earth. Alternately the two forepaws 
work in this way, the loosened soil being 
pushed back until with his hind feet he can 
push it behind him. : 

Working near the surface, the passage 


' along’ the tunnel as he digs raises a ridge. 


Occasionally there is an opening by means 
of which he pushes out the surplus soil. It is 
these ridges and mounds which so disfigure a 
well-kept lawn. Earthworms are Miner’s 
chief source of food, and it igs in pursuit of 
these that he drives his ‘galleries. There 
being no opportunity for him to turn back. 
Mother Nature has kindly provided that if 
there be need he may back up in a hurry 
without suffering any inconvenience. When 
he does this his fine, close, velvet-Jike fur sim- 
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ply. reverses. It is supposed that Miner é& 
active in winter below the frost line. The 
largest of our American moles is the Oregon 
and this is now betng widely trapped for its 
fur. 

A Victim of His Own Size. 


How often have I heard the cry of *‘Chicken 
Hawk!” or ‘‘Hen Hawk!” and looked up to 
see the red-shouldered hawk sailing wonder- 
fully through the upper reaches, for this bird 
has the ability to soar and often does. It is 
one of our larger hawks and a victim of its 
size, for it seems impossible to convince the 
average farmer or poultry raiser that a big 
hawk is not necessarily a bad hawk. As a 
matter of fact this splendid bird is a great 
mouser and also destroys a vast number of 
insects. Of 320 specimens which were exam- 
ined, but two contained poultry and one only 
had a game-bird. The rest had only mice. 
reptiles, frogs and insects. This splendid 
bird and its near relative, the red-tailed » 
hawk, which is of equal size and which also is’ 
called chicken hawk or hen hawk, are often 
unfairly classed as ‘‘vermin,’’ whereas thev 
are in effect the policemen of the air, per- 
sistent, intensive destroyers of real vermin.

A half- 
grown toad had dug backward right down to 
the root of my geranium and only his nose 
and eyes were visible. What killed. my 
geraniuin?”’ . 

I suspect, Mrs. Jones, that the half-grown’ 
toad was responsible, though he didn’t mean 
to be. He probably had opened up a hole 
which let the air into the roots, drying them 
out.

Scenes Which 


Have Vanished and People Long 
- Since Dead, Along the Famous Thor- 
oughfare Many Decades Ago—Some 
Inside History of the Various 
*Churches and Pastors: of the Capital 
When Mud Was the Paving Material 


HE wrecking of the Ebbitt hotel to 
make room for the new building of 


the National Press club has recalled 
some interesting names and incidents 
of the old times in that historic neighbor- 
hood. I remember somewhat vaguely, as a 
matter not especially interesting to boys, 
the boarding house kept by the Misses Eb- 
bitt which was the germ of the hotel of 
later days. Much more vividly I recall the 
old F Street Presbyterian church, where Dr. 
P. D. Guriey, with the dignity and force of 
a strong intellect and an admirable Christian 
character, maintained consistently the prin- 
ciples of Scotch-Irish Calvinism. I have one 
distinct recollection of him in that pulpit. 
! have no idea just what was the occasion 
of my attendance at that particular church 
on that particular Sunday, our usual associa- 
tions being with the little congregation my 
father had gathered over on “the Island,’ 
the Sixth Presbyterian church of the pres- 
ent day; and not a word of the discourse 
do | remember. I shall, however, never for- 
get or lose the solemn impression of Dr. 
Gurley’s reiteration of the words of the 
text: “‘And they all, with one consent began 
to make excuse.’’ 
[t was just about this time that the union 
of this congregation with the old Second 


¢ Presbyterian church, then occupying a little 
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frame building at the junction of H street, 
New York avenue and Thirteenth street led 


._ to the erection at this latter site of what wa: 


then by far the most impressive of the Presby- 
terian church buildings of the city. As I re 
member the building, it had a lofty spire, thus 
conforming to the colonial type of architec- 
ture more perfectly than in its present form; 
and my impression is that this feature was 
removed on account of violent thunder 
storms of the period, in which several 
spires and other high buildings had been 
struck by lightning. Here Dr. Gurley, for 
a long time—I think for the rest of his 
active life—stood as the honored represen- 
tative of Old School Presbyterianism; while 
down at Four-and-a-half street, in the First 
Presbyterian pulpit, Dr. Byron Sunderland 
contrasted at all points with Dr. Gurley, littic 
of stature, flery, poetic, emotional, waved the 
banner of the new school. Dr. Gurley was 
followed by a notable line of exceptionally 
strong and attractive preachers. Mitchell 
Paxton and Radcliffe kept the church easily 
in the front rank of Washington’s religious 
forces. That fact, combined with the asso- 
ciation of the church with the life of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, and with its strategic down- 
town location, would suggest that it could 
niost appropriately take the position of the 
representative national church of its denomi- 
nation. The old F street building, under 
the -name of Willard hall, remained only 
slightly changed until its recent absorption 
into the Willard. hotel.

HAT famous hostelry, always in those 

times known as Willard’s, shared with 
Brown's Marble hotel, now called the Metro- 
politan, the reputation of being Washing- 
ton’s finest. I have a vague idea that people 
irom the South rather tended to favor 
s;own’s, While Northerners went more usual- 
Willard’s. My one personal associa- 
tion, however, with the old Willard’s hotel 
is connected with neither Northerner nor 
Southerner, but with the Japanese. Whit- 
man celebrates, in one of his suggestive 
odes, the appearance at about this time on 
Broudway., New York, of an envoy from 
Japan, and points out some of the changes 
and future events that it portended. The 
occasion of which I am thinking was the 
arrival in Washington of this envoy with 
his associates, the first official delegation of 
Japanese to this country after the visit of 
Commodore Perry had thrown open to the 
world their hitherto closely barred doors. 

How it happened I do not at all understand 
and there is no one living now who could ex- 
plain it to me; but in some way several mem- 
bers of our family, including, strange as it 
now seems, the little. boy, had the privilege 
of calling upon the gentlemen of the Japa- 
nese delegation in their apartments at Wil- 
lard’s. The strangers wore their beautiful 
national costume, for which, from the stand- 
point of esthetics, the occidental coats and 
trousers of the present day Japanese visitors 
areé a very poor exchange. Even then I could 
appreciate the charm of their rich silken 
robes, though the singular arrangement of 
their hair aroused feelings. more of surprise 
than of admiration. The member of the dele- 
gation who acted as spokesman or social 
representative of the group seemed puzzled 
as one after another of the visitors was 
named to him. Then his face shone out like 
the sun from a bank cloud; and he said, 
with a most engaging expression of pleasure 
in meeting the strangers: “I see, I see, I see 
allee mumlum.”’ He had on the table before 
him a large map, with the Eastern and West- 
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ern hemisphere on the same shect; and touch- 


ing first a spot on the Western continent 
and then one on the island group at the edge 
of the Eastern hemisphere, he said, as nearly 
as I could catch the words, with a solemnity 
and earnestness that impressed them indel- 
ibly on my memory: ‘Was’n’ton, Yedo, 
Was'n’ton, Yedo, allee sa-me, allee, sa-me.”’ 
His emphasis and expression made his mean- 
ing unmistakable even to me; but perhaps 
in print it would be well to give the speech 
in form more familiar, as: ‘Washington, 
Yedo (Tokyo), Washington, Yedo (Tokyo): 
all the same, all] the same.’ It has been 
my good fortune, as a teacher, to come into 
somewhat close relations with Japanese gen- 
tlemen, as well as with Chinese, and often, 
as | have talked with them, that queer little 
speech of the Japanese delegate of so many 
years ago has come back to my mind. The 
nearest to a response from the Occidental 
Christian point of view that I have ever 
seen is in Kipling’s lines, part of which 
were used in a much restricted sense in 
one of the posters of the Roosevelt-Johnson 
Bull Moose campaign:

The house on the corner of Thirteenth 
street, which was the home of my grand- 
parents, and for a number of years, at differ- 
ent periods from 1850 to 1870, of my own im- 
mediate family, had associations of more or 
less historical interest. In my reminiscences 
previously published, the connection of the 
house with the old United States Bank was 
mentioned. For a short time it belonged to 
Hon. Joseph White, delegate from the Terri- 
tory of Florida, and connected with important 
questions of land ownership arising out o1 
the transfer of the territory from Spain to the 
United States. Mr. White was the husband ot 
Kllen Adair White, the ‘Mrs. Florida White."’ 
so called, also mentioned in those reminic- 
cences. 


URING the financial stringency of the civil 

war time and the years immediately fol- 
lowing, Spare rooms in the house were rented 
to senators or representatives in Congress, 
and it thus became associated with some of 
the historic personalities of the time. Charles 
Sumner occupied these rooms at one time, 
and his stately presence and formal courtesv 
made a strong impression on all the house- 
hold. If he met one of the family at the 
door or in the hall, he always inquired as to 
the health of the one baby of the house, using 
invariably the same words: ‘‘And how’s the 
child?” in as sonorous and impressive tones 
as when he spoke in the Senate. <A grew- 
some illustration of the bitter hatred felt to- 
ward him in some quarters was his receiving 
through the mail at this time. carefully 
packed in cotton in a pasteboard box. the 
finger of a negro. 

At another time these rooms were occupied 
by Horace Maynard, whose tall Indian-like 
form, swarthy complexion and long, black 
locks made him always a conspicuous and 
distinguished figure. He represented, for a 
number of terms, a steadfastly Union district 
in east Tennessee, and at one time was Post- 
master General. He was one of the strongest 
of that group of men in the border States be- 
tween North and South, the Blairs, of Mary- 
land; Bates, of Missouri, and others like- 
minded who did so much to make impossible 
# unanimous confederacy of the slave-holding 
States. 

Shelby M. Cullom, lifelong politician and 
public servant as representative in Congress, 
governor of Illinois and United States sena- 
tor, was also an occupant of these rooms, 
and made upon the household a strong and 
enduring impression as an upright man and 
a kindly, courteous gentleman. It was to 
Senator Cullom that I owed the _ oppor- 
tunity of attending one of the sessions of 
the “High Court of Impeachment,” which 
was trying President Johnson for alleged 
high crimes and misdemeanors. The oppor- 
tunity of being present as a spectator at this 
first and in all human probability the last 
occasion of the trial by impeachment of a 
President of the United States was an occa- 
sion of very great interest; and the spectacle 
remains a distinct picture in memory. The

“What really ails education,” writes Don (C. 


' Seitz in The Outlook of March 24, “is that 


' there is too much of it. Little Willie is being 
_fed more than he can hold.” . 
_ According to Mr. Seitz’s theory, the cure 
‘lies in curtailing. confusion and increasing 
efficiency by teaching one thing at a time. 
~The basis of all knowledge is the ability to 
‘read. In far too many instances reading is 
negligently taught. Crowded classes, that 
must move from room to room at the tap of 
the bell, are hurried through their lessons 
with scant attention to recitations, which are 
usually left to a gifted few while the others 
are left to stumble. ; 
_ “By taking the child at 6 and teaching 


pothing but reading in the class, two things. 


yould be insured-—capacity to acquire knowl- 

e and interest in the acquisition, both now 
Wmentably absent. Having learned to read 
well and intelligently, spelling and writing 
should follow, flavored with a little grammar.

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Thus the art of -disseminating knowledge 
would be added to that of acquiring it. Math- 
ematics should come next, up to square root, 
eliminating algebra. Then a course in his- 
tory and geography could conclude what 
should’ be the average education. High 
schools and colleges for the exceptional,*who 
can use higher learning for his or her own 
and the general advantage, would remain. 

“That biology, psychology, music, drawing, 
physics and a lot of other things would be 
drawn into the discard by such a process as 
that outlined is true enough. But what 
would be the harm? With a sound ground- 
work, such as the course suggested would 
give, the pupil would be better fitted to take 
up these studies as specialties and develop 
them into something useful, if desired. But 
to attempt packing them into unprepared 
minds, as is now all too often done, can have 
only one result: Congestion in schools and 
in the brains of the pupils.”

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sion, the managers from the House of Rep- 
resentatives, who acted as prosecuting at- 
torneys, and the distinguished lawyers re- 
tained for the defense, headed by the famous 
New York lawyer and statesman, William 
M. Evarts, gav® the occasion something of 
the atmosphere of the court room. 

It was well understood that the majority 
of the jury, which consisted of the whole 
number of the senators, was strongly imbued 
with the partisan spirit which dernanded the 
removal of President Johnson as an obstacle 
to the carrying out of the plan of recon- 
struction which they believed essential to 
the welfare of the country. The speech 
that I happened to hear was by Benjamin 
F. Butler, who represented that majority, 
arguing for conviction; and the words of 
that speech that I remember, though evi- 
dently intended to defend and strengthen 
that purpose, seem now after all these years 
to have been well calculated to do just the 
opposite, that is, to strengthen the purpose 
of the little group of independent Repub- 
licans, on whose determination to vote 
strictly according to the evidence as they 
saw it, rather than according to political 
pressure, the outcome of the case depended. 

“It has been objected,” said Butler, ‘‘to 
the management of this case that it is being 
pressed forward by the prosecution with 
railroad speed, in short is being railroaded 
through the Senate. Well, why not? This 
is a railroad age. The day of stage coaches 
and canal boats has gone by. Business is 
railroaded nowadays; all industry is rail- 
roaded nowadays. Why should not judicial 
proceedings, also, be carried on in the spirit 
of the railroad age?’’

T was a characteristically audacious bit of 

special pleading, characteristic of the 
time and of the man. I do not, of course, 
pretend to give the equivalent of a steno- 
graphic report of a speech heard nearly 60 
years ago; but it is a true report of the 
impression that one listener carried away 
from that high court of impeachment. 

When, in the early seventies, the house 
at F and Thirteenth streets passed out of 
the hands of the: family, it was purchased 
by Alexander H. Shepherd, remodeled as a 
store, and the back lots on Thirteenth street 
filled with a row (1 think five) of attractive 
three-story residences.

Next door to us lived Mr. Asbury Dickens, 
secretary of the Senate, whose name always 
set me to wondering whether he might be a 
connection of Charles Dickens, but whose 
personality, otherwise, has left little or no 
impression. 

Just across the street, as was noted in the 
former article, lived Francis Preston Blair. 
As his son, Andrew, was a much loved 
playmate, I was, of course, keenly interested 
in Mr. Blair’s candidacy for the office of the

suppose it was the failure of that candidacy 
which led to his entering the military career 
in which he gained distinction, and was, | 
think, one of the corps commanders in Sher- 
man's famous march through Georgia. Dif- 
ference of judgment with the Republican 
leaders as to the policies of reconstruction 
led him into affiliation with the Democratic 
party; and as a candidate for the Vice Presi- 
dency with Horatio Seymour against Grant 
and Colfax, he met the defeat which was in- 
evitable under the conditions of the time.

tion I seem to remember as at that point. 
Passing along between the patent office and 
the general and city postoffice, if you were 
near my age you might join me in the excit- 
ing game of trying to pass over the walk of 
broad flagstones without touching the cracks. 
Such a sidewalk was a temptation to the 
boys for hopscotch and hoop rolling, for al- 
most all sidewalks in Washington then were 
of brick. 

As you crossed Seventh street, you might 
turn down a little way to visit Gray & Bal- 
lantine’s book store, then distinguished as the 
Bible repository and the place above all others 
for religious publications as well as for the 
best standard literature of all sorts. 

Just across the street stood the building 
known as Odd Fellows hall, but which re- 
mains in memory as the place of entertaia- 
ments or public shows of the class corres- 
nonding to the movies, at least more nearly 
than anything else I can think of. 

Does any one living remember. the 
‘‘Panorama’’ of that period? It was a gigan- 
tic picture or series of pictures on canvas, 
placed upon rollers and made automatically 
to pass before the view of the audience. Two 
of the shows of this type come back to mem- 
ory more or less distinctly. One represented 
the story of the revolutionary war, and in 
this, by some mechanical devices, the burning 
of Charlestown at the time of the battle of 
Bunker Hill was realistically portrayed. | 
distinctly recall my admiring interest as I 
saw flames burst out, and watched the steeple 
of a church actually seem to catch fire and 
the blazing fragments crash to the ground. | 
think that this particular phase of the pano- 
rama was called diorama. 

The other panorama that I recall repre- 
sented the events of the battle of Bull Run 
and was exhibited only a little while after 
that historic conflict. What I recall most 
distinctly about this show had really very 
little if anything to do with the actual inci- 
dents of the fight. It was the representation 
in ridiculous attitudes of curiosity, terror 
and flight of a certain correspondent of the 
London Times, who had made himself ob- 
noxious to the Northern people by some in- 
discreet utterances reflecting the prejudice 
in favor of the South of many English people 
of his class, and who, on account of alleged 
terfor and undignified flight, in connection 
with the battle, was derisively spoken of in 


Northern newspapers as “‘Bull Run Russeil.”’ .

place for ‘‘Christy Minstrel” shows, con- 
jurers and various amateur and semiamateur 
entertainments. I think it was here that ] 
saw and wondered at Mr. Palmer's ‘Second 
Sight’’ exhibitions; though I have also a 
vague impression that Mr. Palmer was a con- 
nection of some F street family, and used to 
give free entertainments in the homes of per- 
sonal friends without any of the apparatus 
used in the public shows. I remember also 
at Odd Fellows hall various exhibitions of 
trained dogs and monkeys and a very re- 
markable company of canary birds, who 
climbed up and down ladders, lifted and car- 
ried little pails of water, drew little carts 
across the stage and did various other things 
that seemed strange for little birds to do. 

The pleasantest associations of this old 
building are with the union fairs or bazaars 
which were held there by the churches for 
the benefit of the sanitary and the Chris- 
tian commissions, the organizations that did 
for the civil war what the Red Cross, the 
Y. M. and Y. W. C. A. and the Salvation 
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Army did for the world war. Fairs were 
also held for the Young Men’s Christian as- 
sociation of Washington, which was then a 
comparatively mew and feeble institution, 
occupying rooms in a business block on the 
south side of the ‘‘Avenue.”’ There is a re- 
tnaarkable charin about things purehased at 
a benevolent fair or bazaar, which is hard 
to explain satisfactorily. It may be due 
partly to the entire lack of any relation be- 
tween price and value, which gives a sort 
of romantic quality to the transaction. At 
one of these fuirs a popular young society 
rirl was reported to have sold one of her 
ringlets of golden hair for a $10 guid piece. 
What I remember, however, of special] in- 
terest to us boys, is the supper table or 
booth. This was usually a union enterprise, 
while the other booths or tables were in 
charge of the churches separately. At least 
once, and I think more than once, our mother 
was one of the committee in charge of the 
supper table; and it was certainly great 
sport, in return for running errands or other 
stunts, which were a sort of play in them- 
selves, to be allowed within the precincts 
of the booth, and to share freely in the fried 
oysters and the boned turkey, which I re 
call as among the chief viands we enjoyed. 

These recollections of the old Odd Fel- 
lows hall have made a long excursus in 
our journey down F street, to which I will 
now return. There was a row of rather 
handsome brick houses on the south side 
of the street, between Sixth and Seventh, 
or Fifth and Sixth, one of which was the home 
ef Attorney General Edward Bates. He had 
baen one of Lincoln’s compctitors for the 
nédmination to the Presidency; and with a 
characteristic combination of political cour- 
age and wisdom, the President had taken 
him, along with Seward, Chase and Mont- 
somery Blair, who had all been aspiray.ts tor 
the nomination, into his cabinet. Mr. Bates 
was not an orator, and was not especially 
conspicuous in political circles in Washing- 
ton; but his service to the President in the 
many perplexing legal questions which arose 
in connection with the war must nave been 
priceless. Probably the best and most ap- 
preciative treatment of his character in 
print is in Churchill’s novel, “The Crisis,” 
where his part.in the political movements 
which preceded and led up to the nomina- 
tion of Lincoln is clearly brought out. 


Mr. Bates’ family brought to Washington 
society, unchanged, the quiet simplicity 
which had characterized their life in St. 
Louis. His wife and his eldest daughter 
wore the dress of the primitive Methodists, 
not unlike the original Quaker costume, 
which was a striking and to some a charm- 
ing contrast to the wide crinoline and elab- 
orate flounces of the prevailing fashion. The 
younger members of the household con- 
formed more to the custom of the time; but 
the family as a whole left on Washington so- 
cfetv a refreshing impression of wholesome 
independence and simplicity. A detail con- 
nected with the official family of Mr. Bates 
of interest to the satudent of American 
literature is the fact that Edmund Clarence 
Stedman, the poet and critic. served the At- 
torney General as his private secretary, be 
fore he entered on the more adventurous 
career of a war correspondent of the New 


York papers.

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FIRST HUGUENOT SETTLEMENT IN AMERICA|

One of the most important sites in Ameri- 
can history was commemorated with fitting 
ceremonies by the unveiling. of a monument 
at the marine barracks, Parris Island, S. C.. 
March 27. The monument marks the first 
French stronghold, known as Charlesfort, 
built in America by the Huguenots, who ac- 
companied Jean Ribault (or Ribaut) to the 
new continent in 1562. It is the oldest for- 
tification of which any trace remains, erected 
by the white race within the present limits 
of the United States. Next to the old tower 
of the Norsemen at Newport. it is the oldest 
structure of any sort. 

Ribault was given command of an expedi- 
tion organized bv the Huguenot leader, Ad- 
miral Coligny, which had for its object the 
founding of a Huguenot colony in America. 
He explored the coast of Florida, sailed north- 
ward, and eventually reached Port Royal, 


building his fort on a nearby tract of land 
now known as Parris Island. 

When Ribault returned to France he left 
°6 of his band at the colony. occupying a 
stockaded fort, 78 by 96 feet. Later the fort 
was enlarged to twice that size and was sur- 
rounded by a moat. Lack of food supplies, 
and other hardships suffered by the settlers 
led to the abandonment of the fort shortly af 
ter its establishment. Before a year had 
elapsed the settlers sailed for France in a 
ship of their own construction, and, when 
nearly starved, were picked up by an English 
ship off the coast of England. 

An attempt to locate the site was made by 
Col. John Millis, U. S. A., in 1917. His belief 
that the colony was located on Parris Island 
was substantiated by an account of the voyage 
by Rene de Laundenniere, and a map by 
Lemoyne, Huguenots, who accompanied Ri-

bault. A photographic copy of the map is in 
the possession of Brig. Gen. Harry Lee, com- 
manding general at Parris Island. 

Parris Island is a training station for the 
United States marine corps, and the United 
States marines lent their aid in definitely lo 
cating the old stockade. Trenches were dug 
at the spot the fort was supposed tobe “lo- 
cated, revealing upright cedar posts, the para- 
pei, and traces of the old moat. correspond- 
ing exactly to the dimensions recorded nearly 
400.years ago. In addition many old hand- 
wrought spikes, bits of pottery, an old cannon 
hall. gun barrel, and other articles were found 
beneath the surface. 

Congress appropriated $10,000 for a suit- 
able monument to mark the site. The cere- 
monies were held under the auspices of the 
Huguenot society of South Carolina, and were 
attended by Secretary of the Navy Curtis D. 
Wilbur, Maj. Gen. John A. Lejeune, com- 
mandant of the marine corps: Hon. Thomas 
G. McLeod, governor of South Carolina; M. 
Jules Henry, first secretary of the French 
embassy; Representatives B. B. Hare anid 
MeMillan, of South Carolina; Senator Ellison 
D. Smith, ot South: Carolina; Capt. F. A. 
Traut, U. S. N.; Daniel Ravenel, secretary- 
treasurer of the Huguenot society of South 
Carolina: Albert Simons, architect of the 
monument; Lieut.

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was emphasized to the neglect of the idea of 
worship. Wesley chapel was such an excel- 
lent auditorium that it became a favorite 
place for all sorts of union gatherings of 
Washington church people, somewhat as the 
First Congregational church at Tenth and G 
streets has been in more recent years. 

So I never pass the fanfiliar building of 
this old Methodist church without a vision 
of the good people of Washingtoh who used 
so often to gather there for Sunday school 
conventions, Bible society meetings, temper- 
ance rallies and other like occasions. The 
recent notices of the convention of the 5o- 
ciety Against the Eighteenth Amendment re- 
minded me vividly, by the law of contrast, of 
the old Washington branch of the Women's 
Christian Temperance union, who were al- 
ways welcome guests in this church. One of 
my most prized relics of the late sixties or 
the early seventies, for l am not quite sure 
of the exact date, is a group photograph of 
the executive committee of the Washington 
Ww. Cc. T. U. Central in the group is the really 
queenly form of Mrs. Linville, their presi- 
dent; certainly an admirable example of the 
ideal American Christian lady. Near her 
stands the comfortable, kindly, trusty Mrs. 
Underwood; and not far from them are two 
Washington ladies whose beauty of form and 
feature would put to shame many of the prize 
winners of recent vulgar beauty contests: 
Mrs. LaFetra and Mrs. Roach. No one could 
fail to notice the Keen, refined, intellectual 
countenance of Mrs. Birney, wife of Gen. 
Birney, a prominent lawyer of the time in 
Washington, son of the famous Birney of the 
early antislavery movement before the day of 
the Republican party. Any of us would be 
proud to be able to say grandma to either of 
the dear old ladies, Mrs. Snowden or Mrs. 
sSarnard. 

T have written these names, partly because 
these ladies were the chosen friends and 
associates in Christian work of my mother, 
whose picture is also in the group, and I 
would love to do them honor by this public 
tribute, and partly with the thought that 
some who may read this will know more 
than I do about the subsequent lives of one 
or another of them and may be willing some- 
time to talk with me about them. It was 
my great good fortune, in the summer of 
1924, to meet Mrs. Linville, accidentally, at 
Ocean Grove, N. J., where like the loyal 
Methodist she always was, she frequently 
spent her summer vacations. Over 90 years 
old, she was in complete possession of all 
her faculties. physical and mental, and talked 
most interestingly of the times and friends 
of the old days: She has since been called 
to her heavenly reward, where I believe 
she has joined the complete group of those 
beloved fellow workers. 

The Women’s Christian Temperance union 
of that time in Washington had manifold 
forms of activity, but there were two which 
J remember, because [ happened to hear about 
them and could observe some of their results, 
which seem to me especially interesting 
and especially characteristic. They main- 
tained a prayer meeting service at their rooms 
on the Avenue; and sometimes poor half- 
drunken wretches, who in those days were 
frequently to be seen on Washington streets, 
were brought into these rooms and prayed 
inte sobriety, and sometimes into the king- 
dom of God. They were a group of mothers, 
and their practical motherly minds were 
troubled bv the knowledge that there was 
not in all Washington a public eating place 
where a man could get a meal without the 
odor ot beer or whisky and the consequent 
temptation to indulgence. They set them- 
selves to provide a remedy for this evil, 
and the result was the first ‘‘Holy Tree Inn’’ 
in Washington. Mrs. LaFetra, was. if I remem- 
ber correctly. the manager of the first of 
these enterprises, and later, when it became 
evident that there was here the supply of a 
real need which the public would recognize 
and pay for, took over the business from 
the union and carried it forward as a com- 
mercial aftair. The spiritual successors of 
these good women may be trusted to see to 
it that the revolution in drink customs, with 
whose beginnings the old Washington W. 
Cc. T. U. had so much to do, shall be like 
other revolutions in history, which never 
go backward. 

[ have just one more reminiscence of old 
I street, and that. too, is associated with 
Wesley chapel. As vividly reeorded in 
memory as Dr. Gurley’s reiteration of the 
solemn warning against vague excuses. for 
failure to choose the best rather than the 
good, is the last sentence of an address [I 
heard at an anniversary meeting of the 
Washington Bible society. The Rev. mr. 
Stockton, an aged Methodist minister of that 
time, was‘ reputed to have a voice and an 
oratorical style closely resembling those of 
Henry Clay. However much of truth or of 
exaggeration there may have been in that 
reputation, he gave, on that occasion, an 
address of unusual power. Too feeble to 
stand on his feet while he spoke, he sat 
behind the pulpit desk, but did not seem to 
lose effectiveness from that circumstance. 
I remember his snow white hair, the refined 
and earnest expression of his countenance 
and the beautiful, trumpet-like tones of his 
voice. As in the case of Dr. Gurley I have 
forgotten all that followed the text, so in 
this case What preceded the closing sentence 
has been almost entirely lost in the mists 
of time. I think he was speaking of the 
many unsatisfactory attempts of men to solve 
the riddle of the universe. What I remem- 
ber distinctly is this: He reached forward 
over the desk, drew the great pulpit Bible 
close to him, and said: “Oh give me back ° 
the Bible. Hear its first words, ‘In tue 
beginning God created the heavens and the 
earth.’ Hear its last words, ‘The grace of 
our Lord Jesus Christ be with you all. 
Amen,’ ”’

THE GREEKS | 


After living in Greece for some time as 
head of the Greek refugee settlement com- 
mission, Charles P. Howland, a well-known 
New York lawyer, has much to say in favor 


of the Greeks. His opinions are set down in 
an article in the current issue of the quar- 
terly review, Foreign Affairs. 

‘Foreign critics of Greece should,’’ writes 
Mr. Howland, ‘‘avoid austerity. They should 
remember the eagerness of the Greek to im- 
prove himself, and help him to _ transfer 
that eagerness to his corporate affairs. Amer- 
ican critics, in particular, might bear . in 
mind that the population of Greece is about 
the same as that of the city of New York, 
that its experience in self-government has 
been often interrupted, that its period of 
independence has been brief, that the dan- 
gers to its existence in that period have 
been frequent and sometimes critical, that 
the financial burdens of its frequent wars 
of liberation against the Turk were heavy-— 
and then those critics might consider how 
far they are satisfied with the political and 


tinancial record of our metropolis, and its 


ability unwastefully to manage its affairs. 
“The Greeks are persuaded that they 
form a single ‘family;’ they have a belief in 


the destiny of their race which has carried it 


out of bondage and through extraordinary 
dangers. Their wealthy men make gifts and 
legacies to the nation in a way which is not 
paralleled in the rest of Europe. The,.people 
are cheerful, tactful and responsive,  hos- 
pitable to strangers, kind to dependents, 
thoroughly democratic in their dislike of 


‘class distinctions and titles; the snob is un- 


known among Greek social types. Habits are 
temperate, family life is united and affec- 
tionate, and harshness in personal relations 
is exceptional; the common temperament {is 
optimistic with a youthful buoyancy. They 
take a greater pleasure in the pure process . 
of thinking than most other races, and &a 
people which has such intellectual enjoy- 
ment is capable of high results, especially 
in the field of speculative activity. 

‘“‘In short, the Greek, like the Frenchman, 
is interested in life itself, in beauty, in the 
satisfaction of the intelligence and of the

For many seasons the artists of the com 
munity dwelt in amity, free from the squab 
bles and animosities of the mundane world, 
upon the higher things oft 

art, their souls breathing the rarified atmo- 

ephere of creative endeavor. Then sudden!) 
two summers ago a rift appeared in the lute 
of divine inspiration. Two factions developed 
in the cooperative enterprise of the Province 

town Little Theater, a theater dedicated as a 

temple to the art of drama and far removed 
.. from any taint of sordid commercialism. Ad- 

herents swarmed to the leaders of the two 
factions and war arose. Not only arose but 
developed, gathered strength and momentum, 
and set the Greenwich Villagers afire with ex- 
citement over the news from the front. Words 
were exchanged, then blows and the arm ot 
the law appeared in the form of uniformed 
police and led one of the belligerents off to the 
village hoosegow. 

Negotiations for peace have been 
cessful. Storm clouds are brewing and this 

i summer Provincetown seems likely to be the 
scene of the most relentless and desperate of 
all wars ever staged in America in the name 
of art. 

It seems the destiny of iittle Provincetown 
to make American history. As it presses for- 
ward into the Atlantic ocean, so it hurls it- 
self into the front rank of battle for various 
kinds of progress. Some years ago its ven- 

_ turesome geographical position, its quaint con- 

~-glomeration of old fisher huts, its magnificent 
view, began to attract artists in every line. 

They took it for their summer home, And 

as artists can not live happily without art, 

they started a Little Theater organization, 
the Wharf Players. 

The Wharf Players miniature theater 1s 
rerched picturesquely on a long, high pier, 
“up along the bend.” In winter it shakes 

‘with the Atlantic gales; in summer it shakes 
‘with bravos and salvos, or, these last two 
years, with catcalls and the resounding blows 
of hard-hitting canes. It seats 300 people, 
and has the most modern contrivances for 
lighting and acoustics. Mrs. Mary Aldis. 
well-known poetess and rich Chicago society 
woman, donated the furniture. Frank Shay, 
dramatist, dramatic editor, and well-loved ad- 
viser of many artists, acted as producer. Harry 

Kemp, the ‘‘vagabond poet,” assisted him. 

Everybody contributed something, and every

known short story writer. In the first flush 
of inspiration and endeavor, art and society 
worked together with a will.

There were heated, idealistic discussions 
about theories and such impersonal things 
that grew into personal bickerings and group 
animosities.

shut tight. Open them only to put in and 
remove clothing. 


Since moths detest light, a window in your 
clothes closet will do much to keep the in- 
sects from your things. Shake and brush 
the clothes at least twice a month. 

If possible use air-tight containers, such 
as paper bags, sealed pasteboard boxes or 
paper wrapping for storage. Pack clothes 
with moth balls or flakes. Furs should be 
brushed, beaten and aired thoroughly every 
two or three weeks during the summer. 

When your clothes became old give: them 
away. Every garment, especially if made of 
wool, hung on a hook at the batk of the 
closet, is a potential home for moths.

FINDS TRUE AMERICAN TYPE IN ASIA 
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N far away Tibet, 6,000 miles distant 
from the nearest point of the American 
continent, there exist true American In- 
dian types. This conclusion, which 

throws such important light on the question 


of the origin of the American Indian, is one 
of the profoundly significant fruits of a re- 
markable journey of 50,000 miles, covering 
half the globe and occupying seven months, 
which Dr. Ales Hrdlicka made under the joint 
auspices of the Smithsonian institution and 
the Buffalo Society of Natural Sciences in 
1925, and the first account of which now ap- 
pears in the annual exploration pamphlet of 
the Smithsonian Institution. 

Dr. Hrdlicka, who -is curator of physical 
anthropology in the U. S. National museum 
and who recently published a description of 
the new types of white American, undertook 
his journey to survey what has been and 
what is being done in the study of ancient 
man and of the fossil apes in France, in In- 
dia, in Ceylon, Java, Australia and South 
Africa. Such a world survey of the position 
of physical anthropology is perhaps unique, 
and it produced results of great significance. 

Of the types found in Tibet (and elsewhere 
in eastern Asia). Dr. Hrdlicka says that they 
are so true to that of the American Indian 
that if they were transplanted into America 
nobody could possibly take them for anything 
but Indian. Men, women and children re- 
semble the American aborigines in behavior, 
in dress and even in the intonations of their 
language. The importance of the light his 
discovery throws on the origin of the native 
American is obvious. ; 

After a brief stop in France, Dr. Hrdlicka 
early in April last year took ship to India, 
stopping to examine some Arab types at Port 
Said and Aden.. Of the pure-blood Arab, the 
anthropologist says that he shows a lively, 
intelligent white man’s physiognomy (though 
mostly brown in color), and that the higher 
class pure Arab is often as light as the south- 
ern European. 

In India, Dr. Hrdlicka visited the Siwalik 
hills, an area that is probably the_ richest 
source of anthropoid ape fossil in existence. 
Within the last two years five or six new va- 
rieties of such fossil nathropoids have been 
found there. 

At present one of the most interesting 
problems in anthropology is to explain the 
presence of the Negrito in the Philippines 
and Andamans. How did he get to his pres- 
ent home? His nearest relatives are appar- 
ently the Pygmies of central Africa, but a 
great unbridged space has till now separated 
the two. If he extended from Africa he must 
have left traces of his passing in Arabia and 
India. Such traces, so far at least as the 
Indian coast lands are ooncerned, Dr. 
Hrdlicka became satigfled, do exist. They 
occur in Parganas, northwest of Calcutta, in 
at least. one area along the eastern coast, 
here and there among the Dravidians, and in 
the Malabar hills. These discoveries bring 
the Negrito a long way farther to the west- 
ward and so much nearer Africa, making his 
derivation from that continent so much the 
more probable. ’ 

With regard to the bulk of the present pop- 
ulation of India, Dr. Hrdlicka believes he can 
pay with coluuence that it is mainly com- 

sed of three ethnic elements—the ‘‘Sem- 
tic,” the Mediterranean and in certain parts 
the “‘!tamitic’” or north African. The ‘“‘Ary- 

“ls Oo. everywliere either the Semitic or 
Dr. Hrdlicka saw 
| pothing that could be referred-to the-types of 
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central or northern Europe. It would seem 
therefore that the Aryans came from Persia 
and Asia Minor rather than from or through 
what is now European Russia. 

Passing through Ceylon, where he reports 
no definite trace as yet of geologically ancient 
man, Dr. Hrdlicka proceeded to Java, touch- 
ing at Sumatra and the Straits Settlements. 
Ot Sumatra, a country not yet perfectly 
known, he says that ‘‘there still prevail in the 
island, among the whites as well as the na- 
tives, beliefs in the existence of wild men. 
There are said to be two varieties. The 
Orang Pandak (orang-man, pandak-short) is 
said to live in the almost impenetrable moun- 
tain forests of the central and southern parts 
of the island. The natives describe him as 
black, short, long-haired and wild, but not 
insurmountably shy. The second form is the 
Orang Sedapak. He is said to live in the un- 
healthy lowlands of the southeastern part of 
Sumatra. He is described as having the body 
of a child of 12, with long, red hair on head 
and body. He is very shy and runs, but does 
not climb.’”’ ° 

In the mountainous regions of the upper 
parts of the Malay peninsula, according to jn- 
formation given to Dr. Hrdlicka, there still 
live thousands of negritoid people, and there 
are many old caves waiting to be explored. 

The visit to Java was made chiefly for the 
purpose of inspecting the site of the Pithe- 
canthropus, but Dr. Hrdlicka also desired to 
satisfy himself as to any possible cultural 
traces of early man and as to the present pop- 
ulation. When the a¢tual site of the Pithe- 
canthropus was reachec by Dr. Hrdlicka, a 
whole gang of natives, advised by the police, 
were already waiting there, each bringing 
a little pile of fossils gathered from the mud- 
dy ledges of the river as they were exposed 
by the receding water. These fossils were 
eagerly examined and a good selection was 
made for the National museum, but they in- 
cluded no remains of any primate. 

In the eastern portion of Java Dr. Hrdlicka 
found traces of the pre-Malay Hindoo popu- 
lation, which peopled the island in early his- 
toric times. In the central part of Java these 
people evidently reached a rather high degree 
of culture and left imposing ruins. 

Full-blood and otherwise full-colored Aus- 
tralians, but with tow hair, were one of the 
phenomena observed in a boat journey along 
the western coast of Australia. Dr. Hrdlicka 
also attended some of the impressive noc- 
turnal ceremonies of the native Australians. 

‘“‘The data obtained in Australia,’’ writes 


Dr. Hrdlicka, ‘‘throw a very interesting and ° 


to some extent, new light on the moot ques- 
tidns of both the Australian and Tasmanian 
aborigines. According to these observations, 
the Australian aborigines deserve truly to be 
classed as one of the more fundamental and 
older races of mankind, and yet it is a race 
which shows close connections with our own 
ancestral stock—not with the negroes or 
Melanesians (except through admixture), but 
with the old white people of post-glacial 
times. 

*“‘As to the Tasmanians, the indications are 


- that they were but a branch of the Austral- 


ians, modified perhaps a little in: their own 
country. Both peoples have lived, and the 
Australians of the northwest live largely to 
this day, in a paleolithic stage of stone cul- 
ture. They are still making unpolished stone 
tools, which in instances resemble the Mous- 
terlan implements ‘or later European paleo- 
lithic types. But they are also capable of a 
much higher class of work, Today, about 
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Derby, bottles are used in making beautifully 
worked spear heads.”’ 


From Australia, Dr. Hrdlicka’s journey led 
to South Africa, and disembarking at Dur- 
ban, Natal, the first task was to see as many 
as possible of the Zulu, about whose exact 
blood affinities there was some doubt. From 
an examination of many individuals, the an- 
thropologist reached the conclusion that the 
Zulu is unquestionably a true negro, though 
now and then, as in other negro tribes, show- 
ing a trace of Semitic (Arab) type due prob- 
ably to old admixtures. 

The two main objects of the visit to South 
Africa were the investigation on the spot .of 
the very important find of the Rhodesian 
skull, and of the recent discovery of the skull 
of a fossil anthropoid ape at Taungs, which 
had been reported as being possibly a direct 
link in the line of man’s ascent. The Rho- 
desian skull, found in 1921 at Broken hill, 
shows a man so primitive in many of its 
features that nothing like it has been seen 
before. Dr. Hrdlicka was able to clear up 
some of the moot points in connection with 
this important find, and he collected for 
study bones of animals from the cave which 
gave the Rhodesian skull, as well as two 
additional mineralized human bones belong- 
ing to two individuals, all of which were 
deposited with the earlier relics in the Brit- 
ish museum. 

The fossil skull of an anthropoid ape 
found at Taungs in 1924 belongs, according 
to Dr. Hrdlicka, to a species of anthropoid 
ape of about the size of a chimpanzee and 
evidently related to this form, though there 
are certain differences, especially in the 
brain. These differences suggested that this 
ape may possibly have been somewhat 
superior to the chimpanzee and nearer to 
the human. But it is not necessarily a form 
that stood in the direct line of the human 
phylum. 

South Africa is a land rich in material 
for the anthropologist, according to Dr. 
Hrdlicka. “‘There is,’’ he writes, ‘‘the disap- 
pearing old native population of bushmen, 
strandloopers and hottentots: the newer 
negro population which amounts: already to 
over 7,000,000 and is steadily increasing; 
the almost stationary. population of 1,600,- 
000 South African whites of Dutch and Enk- 
lish derivation, who are blending together 
and producing a type of their own (as is 
also happening on a larger scale with the 
whites in Australia); and there are abundant 
remains of paleolithic cultures.’’ 

Dr. Hrdlicka has returned from his fruit- 
ful journey deeply impressed with the op- 
portunities and need for anthropological re- 
search offered by all these distant parts of 
the world, and the openings everywhere for 
American cooperation. “The story of man’s 
origin, differentiation, spread and struggle 
for survival,” he says, “is evidently greater, 
far greater than ordinarily conceived, and a 
vast amount of work remains for its satis- 
factory solution.’’

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AMERICAN YOUTH-TEACHER AWARDS 


President Coolidge will present gold 
medals and certificates to the boy and the 
girl and the teacher from each State who will 
come to Philadelphia during the sesquicen- 
tennial exposition as winners of the American 
youth award and the American teacher 
award. The President’s desire to officiate at 
the presentation ceremonies at the White 
House was conveyed in a message recelved 
yesterday by the directors of the exposition. 

The State recipients of the awards will be 
in Philadelphia as guests of the directors 
from June 25 to July 5 and during that week 
they will visit Washington and the White 
House where they will receive their medals 
from the hands of the President. , 

Vice President Dawes, Gen. Pershing, mem- 
bers of the President’s cabinet, justices of the 
United States Supreme Court, governors, sen- 
ators, educators, clergymen, and leaders in 
art, sciences, finance and industry have in- 
dorsed the plans for the awards as a splendid 
tribute to the youth and teachers of America. 

The youth of each State who will choose 
the boys and girls who represent the highest 
ideals in American youth, will consider such 
qualities as courage, heroism, sacrifice, lead- 
ership and patriotism. Teacher candidates 
will be judged by the State committees of 
award with consideration for their service to 
their pupils. Official entry forms for candi- 
dates are now being distributed from sesqui- 
centennial headquarters in Philadelphia. 

The national honorary committee of award 
includes among its members: Charles M. 
Schwab, Col. Theodore Roosevelt, jr., Hu- 
bert Work, Secretary of the Interior; Post- 
master General New, William M. Jardine, 
Secretary of Agriculture; James J. Davis, 


Secretary of Labor; Richard Washburn 
Child, former Ambassador to Italy; Otto M. 
Kahn, Josephus M. Daniels, Dr. Talcott Will- 
iams, Dr. John H. Finley, Dr. Josiah H. Pen- 
nimann, Meyer Bloomfield, Cardinal Dough- 
erty, Bishop Thomas F. Gailor, Bishop Will- 
iam T. Manning, Bishop Thomas J. Garland, 
Bishop Frazier McDowell, Rabbi Stephen S.

No Challenge F i Asia. 


One of America’s leading geologists, Prof, 
C. K. Leith, of the University of Wisconsin, 
gives in Foreign Affairs (New York) an un- 
orthodox opinion regarding the future of the 
Far East. He believes the Oriental countries 


» are so handicapped by the lack of mineral 


resources that they can never challenge 
Western industrial civilization. He writes: 


“The common use of phrases like ‘the yel- 
low peril’ and ‘the awakening of the Far 
East’ imply a widespread belief in the capacity 
of the Far East to advance in culture and in- 
dustry, as well as in political and military 
power, to a position more or less comparable 
to that of Western Europe and the United 
States. It is apparent from the nature of the 
discussions that this belief is based princi- 
pally on a consideration of the human factors 
involved in education, in the growth of pop- 
ulation, and in political development, One 
looks in vain for correspondingly adequate 
consideration of the physical environment; 
to see how far it will permit of the expected 
advances, It seems to be assumed that the 
necessary physical resources will be found 
when the Eastern peoples come to a point 
where they can use them. 

“At the present time the countries of the 
Far East yield only an insignificant propor- 
tion of the world’s tu‘) of the essential 
commercial minerals—tfor c.:"ri le, about 5 
per cent of the copper, 1 per cent of the iron 
ore, 5 per cent of the coal and 3 per cent of 
the oil. Only in a few of the less essential 
mineral commodities are the proportions 
larger. In contrast, the countries bordering 
or tributary to the North Atlantic now fur- 
nish the vastly larger part of the world’s re- 
quirements in essential minerals—90 per 
cent of the coal, £° »-r cent of the iron ore, 
65 per cent of the copper, and 90 per cent 
of the oil. 

“There is a tendency to aitribute this sit- 
uation to the mere lacx of exploration in 
the Far East, and to assume that when this 
has reached a stage comparable to that of 
the North Atlantic countries the production 
of essential minerals will be more or less ~— 
equalized. But a survey of the facts proves — 
this assumption to have but a slender ae 
In fact, the conclusion seems inevitable 
(with certain exceptions to be noted)’ the 
present small scale of mineral production —

He Puts Fruit to Slecp.

The new method has been 
tried on oranges, grapefruit, lemons and 
apples.
